OMAHA, May 15.—There is to be an end

President Taft himself, in messages to 
Congress and in public speeches, has de- 
clared himself earnestly in favor of re- 
taining the economy and efficiency of 
combinations and of destroying merely 
those practices which unduly restrained 
inter-State eommerce and stifled compe- 
tition.

It was just twelve minutes of 5 o'clock 
when the Chief Justice concluded, and the!

The other Jus- 
tices, who had been craning around in 
their seats to listen to him, moved rest- 
lessly in their chairs, and seemed re- 
lieved that the mignty decision was at 
last out. 


Justice Harlan Critical, 


The next moment Justice Harlau was 
heard to speak and it was known that he 
had a dissenting opinion to deliver. The 
venerable Justice, like the Chief Justice, 
spoke off hand and with frequent ges- 
tures and decided animation. He launched 
at once into sharp criticism of the de- 
cision Gelivered by the Chief Justice and 
several times alluded sarcastically to the 
Chief Justice’s reference to the applica- 
tion of the “‘ light of reason’”’ to the case. 
He then cited the decision of the court 
in the Hopkins case in 1896, later in the 
Trans-Missouri Traffic Association case 
and the Western ‘Traffic Association 
case. 

‘*Fifteen years ¢go,”’ 
cu.urt laid down the law and construed 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law and three 
times since the passage of the act the 
court has gone on record in regard to it. 
And in two of the cases the present 
Chief Justice dissented from the decision 
of the court.’ 

Justice Harlan went on to urge that if 
laws were’ to be amended, those who 
Seek that result should go to Congress, 
and not to the courts. 

“I declare,’’ he said, with emphasis, 
“without hesitation that to-day the great- 
est danger to our free institutions is the 
disposition of courts to encroach on the 

' domain of the legislative branch.”’ 

The elaborate exposition gfven by 
Chief Justice of the appication of the 
common. law to the broad fundamental 
principle that every man should have 
his equal chance in the business world, 
Justice Harlan said, had no proper place 
in the decision of the case. 

“Governments are entitled,” he said, 
““to be judged by their statute laws rather 
than by the common law in a matter that 
goes like this case vitally to the welfare 
of the Nation.’’ 

Referring to the stubbornly fought con- 
tfoversy over the questions involved in the 
trans-Missouri case, and the decision made 
iriithet case by the late Justice Peckham, 
t® which Chief Justice White dissented, 
Justice Harlan named over the eminent 
oounsel.who appeared for the defendant in 
that noted cause—John G. Johnson of 
Philadelphia, E. J. Phelps of Vermont, ex- 
Senator George F. Edmunds, and others— 
and declared that the court knew that 
those great lawyers went into every nook 
and cranny of the law in that case and 
failed to establish to the satisfaction of 
the court that there should read into the 
anti-trust the limitation as to unreason- 
able and reasonable restraint of trade. 

He then pointed out that the court was 
reversing itself and that it was not only 
doing that, but was taking in the Stand- 
ard Oil case opposition ground to that 
laid down in the case of the United States 
against the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad decided to-day, in which the 
Federal law requiring carriers engaged 
in inter-State commerce to provide safety 
appliainces on their cars ‘to protect the 
life and limb of employes, was upheld. 
The court in that case had held that the 
carrier must make sure that every inter- 
State car before starting out was provid- 
ed with the appliances required by the 
mandatory language of the law. It was 
not sufficient that these were reasonably 
ealculated to accomplish the resuli

“Many things in this opinion may alarm 
the country. » Who are the men moving 
about in darkness? And who have the 
light of reason?

they employed. They sought a remedy 
for the conditions then existing and 
thought they had found it. It has long 
been the contention of tnose who have 
questioned the meaning of the statute 
that Congress did not 
reasonable trade agreements, but only un- 
reasonable restraint of trade. 
‘‘We have heard a good deal 
common law, and it is not new to hear it 
asserted that common law did not re- 
strict reasonable combinations in 
business world. 3ut it has been the uni- 
form rule laid down in this court and fol- 

lowed until to-day that the law ofl 1890 

prohibited all contracts in restraint of 

trade, and made no exceptions.

Criticises Judicial Delay. 


“The most alarming tendency of this 
age, in'my judgment, so far as institu- 
tions are concerned, is the tendency of 
judicial delay. When men of vast in- 
terests are concerned and cannot get the 
law-making power to enact 
they desire they bring up some case in 
an attempt to have the Constitution or 
the statutes ccnstrued to mean what they 
want them to mean. The courts are full 
of cases which involve attempts to have 
the laws reconstructed. 

‘‘We have announced our views of the 
act of 1890. They have been accepted and 
acted upon. And I suppose millions of 
property have’ changed hands under the 
decisions in 1890 and 1889. Prosecutions 


have been instituted and people have been | 


sent to jail under these constructions of 
the law. Now the court in the opinion 
in this case says that this act of Con- 
gress applies to only those contracts in 
restraint of trade which are unreason- 
able. That is what the combinations said 
fifteen years ago.” 

In conclusion the venerable Justice said 
that he had sought simply to review the 
reasoning laid down by the Chief Justice 
as to express his mind in opposition to 
the step taken by the court. Later he 
said he should commit his remarks to 
writing, with the exposition of the funda- 
mental cases in which the court had dur- 
ing the last fifteen years made its record 
on the anti-trust law.

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Supreme Court, in Decision, Holds That Congress 


Struck at Monopoly but 


Did Not Seek to Forbid 


Contracts Not Unduly Restrictive—Lower Court 


to Enforce Its Decree 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The text of 
the decision of the Supreme Court to-day, 
in which the Standard Oil combination 
was declared to be a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, is as follows: 

The Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey and thirty-three other corporations, 
John D. Rockefeller, Willlam Rockefeller, 
and five other individual defendants, 
prosecute this appeal to reverse a decree 
of the court below. Such decree Was en- 
tered upon a bill filed by the United 
States under authority of Section 4 of the 
act of July 2, 1890, known as the Anti- 


Trust act, and had for its object the en- 

forcement of the provisions of that act. 
The record is inordinately voluminous, 

consisting of twenty-three volumes of 


printed matter, aggregating about 12,000 
pages, containing a vast ameunt of con- 


fusing and conflicting testimony, relating 
to innumerable, complex, and varied busi- 
ness transactions, extending over a vneriod 
of nearly forty years. In an effort to pave 
the way to reach the subjects which we 


are called upon to consider we propose 
at the outset, following the order of the 
bill, to give the merest possible outline of 
its contents, to summarize the answer, to 
indicate the course of the trial, and point 
out briefly the decision below rendered. 

The bill and exhibits, covering 170 
pages of the printed record, was filed on 
Nov. 15, 1906. Corporations known as 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
Standard Oil Company of California, 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Iowa, Standard Oil 
Company of Kansas, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Nebraska, Standard Oil Company 
of New York, Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio, and sixty-two other corporations 
and partnerships, as also seven individ- 
uals, were named as defendants. The 
bill was divided into thirty numbered sec- 
tions, and sought relief upon the theory 
that the various defendants were engaged 
in conspiring ‘‘to restrain the trade and 
commerce in petroleum—commonly called 
‘crude oil’—in refined oil, and in the 
other products of petroleum, among the 
several States and ‘Territories of the 
United States and the District of Colum- 
bia and with foreign nations, and to mo- 
nopolize the said commerce.”’ 


Charge of Original Conspiracy. 

The conspiracy was alleged to have been 
formed in or about the year 1870 by three 
of the individual defendants, viz., John D. 
Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, and 
M. Fiagler. The detailed aver- 
ments concerning the alleged conspiracy 
arranged with reference to three 
periods, the first from 1870 to 1882, the 
second from 1882 to 1899, and the third 
from 1899 to the time of the filimg of the 
bill. 

The general charBe concerning the pe- 
riod from 1870 to 1882 was as follows: 


That during said first period the said in- 
dividual defendants, in connection with the 
Standard Oil] Company of Ohio, purchased 
and obtained interests through stock owner- 
otherwise in and entered into 
agreements with various persons, firms, 
corporations, and limited partnerships en- 
gaged in purchasing, shipping, refining, and 
selling petroleum and its products among 
the various States for the purpose of fixing 
the price of crude and refined oil and the 
products thereof, limiting the production 
thereof, and controlling the transportation 
therein, and thereby restraining trade and 
commerce among the several States and 
monopolizing the said commerce.

To establish this charge it was averred 
that John D. and William Rockefeller 
and several other named individuals, who, 
to 1870, composed three separate 
partnerships engaged in the business of 
refining crude oil and shiping its products 
in inter-State commerce, organized in the

Standard Oil Company of Ohio, and trans- 
ferred to that company the business of 
the said partnerships, the members there- 
of becoming, in proportion to their prior 
ownership, stockholders in the corpora- 
tion. 

It was asserted that the other individual 
defendants soon afterward became par- 
ticipants in the illegal combination and 
either transferred property to the cor- 
roration or to individuals to be held for 
the benefit of all parties in interest in 
preportion to their respective interests in 
the combination; that is in proportion to 
their stock ownership in the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio. By the means thus 
stated it was charged that by the year 
1872 the combination had acquired sub- 
stantially all but three or four of the 
thirty-five or forty oil refineries located 
in Cleveland. 


Extension of the Combination. 


By reason of the power thus obtained 
and in further execution of the intent and 
purpose to restrain trade and to monopo- 
lize the commerce, inter-State as well as 
intra-State, in petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, the bill alleged that the combina- 
tion and its members obtained large pref- 
erential rates and rebates.in many and 
devious ways over their competitors from 
various railroad companies, and that by 
means of the advantage thus obtained 
many, if not virtually all, competitors 
were forced either to become members of 
the combination or were driven out of 
business, and thus, it was alleged, during 


the period in question the following re- 
sults were brouglat about: 


(a) That the combinatidn—in addition to 
the refineries in Cleveland which it had ac- 
quired as previously stated and which it had 
either dismantled to limit production or 
continued to operate—also from time to 
time acquired a large number of refineries 
of crude petroleum, situated in New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and elsewhere. The 
properties thus acquirec, «uke those pre- 
viously obtained, although belonging to 
and being held for the benefit of the com- 
bination, were ostensibly divergently con- 
trolled, some of them being put in the name 
of the Standard Oil Company of Ohio, some

80 per cent. of the business of producing,

Fight Against Trusts in Ohio. 
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Devices to Maintain a Monopoly. 

Reiterating in substance the averments 
that both the Standard Oil Trust from 
1882 to 1899 and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New since 1899 had 
monopolized and restrained ‘inter-State 
commerce in petroleum and its products, 
the bill at great length additionally set 
forth various means by which during 
the second and third periods, in addition 
to the effect occasioned by the combina- 
tion of alleged previously independent 
concerns, the monopoly and_e restraint 
complained of was continued. Without 
attempting to follow the elaborate aver- 
ments on these subjects, spread over 
fifty-seven pages of the printed record, 
it suffices to say that such averments 
may properly be grouped under the fol- 
lowing heads: 

Rebates. 

Preferences and other discriminatory 
practices in favor of the combination by 
railroad companies. 


Restraint and monopolization by con- 
trol of pipe lines and unfair practices 
against competing pipe lines. 

Contracts with competitors in restraint 
of trade. 

Unfair methods of competition, such 
as local price cutting at the points where 
necessary to suppress competition. 

Espionage of the business of the com- 
petitors. 

The operation of bogus independent 
companies and payments of rebates on oil 
with the like intent. 

The division of the United States into 
districts and the limiting the opera- 
tions of the various subsidiary corpora- 
tions as to such districts so that com- 
petition in the sale of petroleum products 
between such corporations had been en- 
tirely eliminated and destroyed. 

And, finally, reference was made to 
what was alleged to be the ‘‘ enormous 
and unreasonable profits’’ earned by the 
Standard Oil Trust and the Standard 
Oil Company as a result of the alleged 
monopoly; which presumably was averred 
a8S@m means of reflexly inferring the 
scope and power acquired by the alleged 
combination. 

Remedies Sought by Government. 

Coming to the prayer of the bill, it suf- 
fices to say that in general terms the 
substantial relief asked w&s: first, that 
the combination in restraint of inter-State 
trade aud commerce and which had mo- 
nopolized the same, as alleged in the bill, 
be found to have existence, and that the 
partics thereto be perpetually enjoined 
frcm doing any further act to give effect 
to it: second, that the transfer of the 
stocks of the various corporations to the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, as 
alleged in the bill, be held to be in vio- 
lation of the first and second sections of 


The bill charged that during the second|the Anti-Trust act, and that the Stand- 


period quo warranto proceedings were 
commenced against the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio which resulted in the 
entry by the Supreme Court of Ohio, on 
March 2, 1892, of a decree adjudging the 
trust agreement to be void, not only be- 
cause the Standard Ojl Company of Ohio 
was a party to the same, but also be- 
cause the agreement in and of tintself 
was in restraint of trade and amounted 
to the creation of an unlawful monopoly. 

It° was alleged that shortly-after this 
decision, seemingly for the purpose of 
complying therewith, voluntary proceed- 
ings were had apparently to dissolve the 
trust, but that these proceedings were a 
subterfuge and a sham because they sim- 
ply amounted to a transfer of the stock 
held by the trust in 64 of the companies 
which it controlled to some of the re- 
maining 20 companies--it having con- 
trolled before the decree 84 in all—thereby 
while seemingly ig part giving up its do- 
minion, yet in reality preserving the same 
by means of the control of the companies 
as to which it had retained complete au- 
thority. It was charged that especially 
was this the case as the stock in the 
companies selected for transfer was vir- 
tually owned by the nine Trustees or the 
members of their immediate families or 
associates. 

The bill further alleged that in 1897 the 
Attcrney General of Ohlo instituted con- 
tempt proceedings in the quo warranto 
case based upon the claim that the trust 
had not been dissolved as required by ths 
decree in that case. About the same time 
also proceedings in quo warranto were 
commenced to forfeit the charter of a 
pipe line known as the Buckeye Pipe Line 
Company, an Ohio corporation, whose 
stock, it was alleged, was owned by the 
members of the combination, on the 
ground of its connection with the trust 
that had been held to be illegal. 


Resort to a Holding Concern, 


The result of these proceedings, the Dill 
charged, caused a resort to the alleged 
wrongful acts asserted to have been com- 
mitted during the third period as follows: 

That during the third period of said con- 
spiracy and in pursuance thereof the sald 
individual defendants operated through the 
Standard Ojl Company of New Jersey as a4 
holding corporation, which corporation ob- 
tained and acquired the majority of the 
stocks of the various corporations engaged 
in purchasing, transporting, refining, ship- 
ping, and selling oil into and among the 
various States and Territories of the United 
States and the District of Columbia and 
with foreign nations, and thereby managed 
and controlled the same, in violation of the 
laws of the United States, as hereinafter 
more particularly alleged. 

It was alleged that in or about the 
month of January, 1899, the individual de- 
fendants caused the charter of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey to be 
amended, ‘‘so that the. business and ob- 
jects of said company were stated as fol- 
lows, to wit’’: 

To do all kinds of mining, manufactur- 
ing, and trading business; transporting 
goods and merchandige bv land or water in 
any manner; to buy, sell, lease, and im- 
prove land; build houses, structures, ves- 
sels, cars, wharves, docks, and piers: to 
lay and operate pipe lines; to erect lines 
for conducting electricity; to enter into and 
carry out contracts of every kind pertain- 
ing to. its business; to acquire, use, 


sell, and grant licenses under patent 
rights; to purchase or  otherw ac- 
quire, hold, sell, assign, any’ trans- 
fer shares of capital stock and “bonds or 
other evidences of indebtedness of corpora- 
tions, and to exercise all the privileges of 
ownership, including voting upon the stock 
so held; to carry on its business and have 
offices and agencies therefore in all parts 
of the world, and to hold, purchase, mort- 
gage, and convey real estate and personal 
property outside, the State of New Jersey. 


The capital stock of the company, which 
since March 19, 1892, had been $10,000,- 
000, was increased to $110,000,000, and 
the individual defendants, as theretofore, 
continued to be a majority of the Board 
of Directors. 

Without going into detail, it suffices 
to say that it was alleged in the Dill 
that shortly after these proceedings the 
trust came to an end, the stock of the 
various corporations which had been con- 
trolled by it being transferred by its 
holders to the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, which corporation issued 
therefor certificates of its common stock 
to the amount of $97,250,000. The Dill 
contained allegations referring to the de- 
velopment of new oil fields—for example, 
in California, Southeastern Kansas, 
Northern Indian Territory, and Northern 
Oklahoma—and made reference to the 
building or otherwise acquiring by the 
combination, of refineries and pipe lines 
and the new fields, for the purpose of 


; 
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ard Oil Company of New Jersey be en- 
joined and restrained from in any man- 
ner continuing to exert control over tho 
subsidiary corporations by means of: own- 
ership of said stock or otherwise; third, 
that specific relief by injunction be award. 
ed against further violation of the statute 
by any of the acts specifically complained 
of in the bill. There was also a prayer 
for general relief. 

Of the numerous defendants named in 
the Lill, the Waters-Pierce Oil Company 
was the only resident of the district in 
vhLich the suit was commenced and the 
only defendant served with process there- 
in. Contemporaneous with the filing of 
the bill the court made an order, under 
Section 5 of the Anti-Trust act, for the 
service of process upon all the other de- 
fendants, wherever they could be found. 
Thereafter the various defendants un- 
successfully moved to vacate the order 
for service on non-resident defendants or 
filed pleas to the jurisdiction. Joint ex- 
ceptions were likewise unsuccessfully 
filed, on the ground of impertinence, to 
many of the averments of the bill of com- 
plaint, particularly those which related 


to acts alleged to have been done by the? 
' be at one and the same time a benefaction 


combination prior to the passage of the 
Anti-Trust act and prior to the year 1899. 


Denial by the Defendants. 

Certain of the defendants filed separate 
answers, and a joint answer was filed on 
behalf of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey and numerous of the other 
deferdants. The scope of the answers 
will be adequately indicated by quoting 
& summary on the subject made in the 
bricf for the appellants: 

It ig sufficient to say that, while admit- 
ting many of the alleged acquisitions of 
property, the formation of the so-called 
trust of 1882, its dissolution in 1892, and 
the acquisition by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey of the stocks of the 
various corporations in 1899, they deny all 
the allegations respecting combinations or 
conspiracies to restrain or monopolize the 
oil trade; and particularly that the s0- 
called trust of 1882, or the acquisition of 
the shares of the defendant companies by 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
in 1899, was a combination of independent 
or competing concerns or corporations. The 
averments of the petition respecting the 
means adopted to monopolize the oil trade 
are traversed either by a denial of the acts 
alleged or of their purpose, intent, or effect. 
On June 24, 1907, the cause being at 

issue, a special examiner was appointed 
to take the evidence, and his report was 
filed March 24%, 1908; it was heard on 
April 5 to 10, 1908, under the expediting 


act of Feb. 11,-1908, before a Circuit 
Court consisting of four ysudges. 

The court decided in favor of the Unit- 
ed States. In the opinion delivered all 
the multitude of acts of wrongdoing 
charged in the bill were put aside, in 
so far uS they were alleged to have 
been committed prior to the passage of 
the Anti-Trust act, ‘‘except as evidence 
of their (the defendants) purpose of their 
continuing conduct and of its effect.’’ 
(173 Fed. Rep. 377.) 


Lower Court Against the Trust. 


By the decree which was entered it 
was adjudged that the combining of the 
stocks of various companies in the hands 
of the Standard Ojl Company of New 
Jersey in 1899 constituted a combination 
in restraint of trade and also an at- 
tempt to monopolize and monopolization 
under Section 2 of the Anti-Trust act. 
The decree was against seven individual 
defendants, the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, cpnirty-six domestic compan- 
les, and one foreign company, which the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
controls ty stock ownership, theSe thirty- 
eight corporcte defendants being held to 
be parties to the combination found to 
exist

he Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey was enjoined from ‘voting the

virtue of the stock ownership or power 
acquired by“ fheans of the combination; 
the individuals and 
also enjoined from entering into or carry- 
ing into effect any like combination 
which would evade the decree. Further, 
the individual defendants, the Standard 
Company, and the thirty-seven subSidiary 
corporations were enjoined from engag- 
ing or continuing in inter-State commerce 
in petroleum or its products during the 
continuance of the illegal combination. 


Disposes of Two Minor Points. 

At the outset a question of jurisdiction 
requires consideration, and we shall also, 
aS a preliminary, dispose of another ques- 
tion, to the end that our attention may 
be completely cohcentrated upon the 
merits of controversy when we come to 
| consider them. 


Wirst—We are of the opinion that in conse- 
quence of the presence within the district 
of the Waters-Pierce Oil Company, the 
court, unjer the authority of Section 5 of 
the anti-trust act, rightly took jurisdiction 
over the cause and properly ordered notice 
to be served upon the non-resident defen- 
dants. 

Second—The overruling of the exceptions 
taken to so much of the bill as counted upon 
facts occurring prior to the passage of the 
anti-trust act—whatever may be the view 
as an original question of the duty to re- 
strict the controversy to a much narrower 
area than that propounded by the bill—we 
think by no possibility in the present stage 
of the case can the action of the court be 
treated as prejudicial error justifying re- 
versal. We say this because the court, as 
we shall do, gave no weight to the testi- 
mony adduced under the averments com- 
plained of except in so far as it tended to 
throw light upon the acts done after the 
passage of the anti-trust act and the results 
of which it was charged were being partici- 
pated in and enjoyed by the alleged com- 
bination at the time of the filing of the bill. 


We are thus brought face to face with 
the merits of the controversy. 
Wide Scope of the Problem, 
Both as to the law and as to facts the 
opposing contentions pressed in the argu- 





ment are numerous, and in all thelt 
aspects are so irreconcilable that it is 
difficult to reduce them to some funda- 
mental generalization, which by being 
disposed of would decide them all. For 
instance, as to the law. While both sides 
agree that the determination of the con- 
troversy rests upon the correct con- 
struction and application of the first and 
second sections of the anti-trust act, 
yet the views as to the meaning of the 


act are as wide apart as the poles, since 
there is no real point of agreement on any 
view of the act. And this also is the 
case as to the scope and effect of au- 
thorities relied upon, even although in 
some instances one and the same author- 
ity is asserted to be controlling. 

So also is it as to the facts. Thus, on 
the one hand, with relentless pertinacity 
and minuteness of analysis, it is insisted 
that the facts establish that the assailed 
combination took its birth in a purpose to 
unlawfully acquire wealth by oppressing 
the public and destroying the just rights 
of others, and that its entire career exem- 
plifies an inexorable carrying out of 
such wrongful intents, since it is asserted 
the pathway of the combination from the 
beginning to the filing of the bill is 
marked with constant proofs of wrong 
inflicted upon the public and is strewn 
with the wrecks resulting from crushing 
out, without regard to law, the individual! 
rights of others. 

Indeed so conclusive, it is urged, is the 
proof on these subjects that it is asserted 
that the existence of the principal cor- 
porate defendant—the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey—with the vast ac- 
cumulation of property which it owns or 
controls, because of its infinite potency 
for harm and the dangerous example 
which its continued existence affords, is 
an open and enduring menace to all free- 
dom of trade and is a byword and re- 
proach to modern economic methods. 

Powerful Plea of the Defense. 

On the other hand,.in a powerful analy- 
sis of -the facts, it is insisted that they 
demonstrate that the origin and develop- 

rent of the vast business which the de- 
fendants control was but the result of 
lawful competitive methods, guided by 
economic genius of the highest order, sus- 
tained by courage, by a keen insight irto 
commercial situations, resulting in the 
acquisition of great wealth, but at the 
same time serving to stimulate and in- 
crease production, to widely extend the 





distribution of the products of petroleum 
at a cost largely below that which waould 
have otherwise prevailed, thus proving to 


to the general public as well as of enor- 


| mous advantage to individuals. 


It is not denied that in the enormous 
volume of the proof contained in the rec- 
ord’ in the period of almost a lifetime to 
which that proof is addressed. there may 
be found acts of wrongdoing, but the in- 
sistence is that they were rather the ex- 
ception than the rule, and in most cases 
were either the result of too great indi- 
vidual zeal in the keen rivalries of busi- 
ness or of the methods and habits of deal- 
ing which, even if wrong, were commonly 
practised at the time. 

And to discover and state the truth con- 
cering these contentions both arguments 
eall for the analysis and weighing, as we 
have said at the outset, of a jungle of con- 
flicting testimony covering a period cf 
forty years, a duty difficult to rightly 
perform, and, even if satisfactorily uc- 
complished, almost impossible to state 
with any reasonable regard to brevity. 


Departure from Ordinary Decisions. 


Duly appreciating the situation just 
stated, it is certain that only one pwuint of 
concord between the parties is discerna- 
ble, which is that the controversy in 
every aspect is controlled by a correct 


conception of the meaning of the first 
and second sections of the Anti-Trust 
act. We shall therefore, departing from 
what otherwise would be the natural or- 
der of analysis, make this one point of 
harmony the initial basis of our exam- 
ination of the contentions, relying upon 
the conception that by doing so some 
harmonious resonance may result ade- 
quate to dominate and control the dis- 
cord with which the case abounds. 

That is to say, we shall first come to 
consider the meaning of the first and 
second sections of the Anti-Trust act 
by the text, and after discerning what 
by that process appears to be its true 
meaning, we shall proceed to consider 
the respective contentions of the parties 
concerning the act, the strength or weak- 
ness of those contentions, as well as the 
accuracy of the meaning of the act as 
deduced from the text in the light of 
the prior decisions of this court con- 
cerning it. When we have done this we 
shall then approach the facts. Follow- 
ing this course, Wwe shall make our in- 
vestigations under four separate head- 
ings: 

1. The text of the first and second see- 
tions of the act originally considered and 
its meaning in the light of the common 
law and the law of this country at the 
time of its adoption. 

=. The contentions of the parties concern- 
ing the act, and the scope and effect of 
bom decisions of this court upon which they 
rely. 

3. The application of the statute to facts, 


nd, 

4. The remedy, if any, to be afforded as 
the result of such application. 

Meaning of the Sherman Act. 


1. The text of the act and its meaning. 
We quote the text of the first and sec- 
ond sections of the act, as follows: 
Section 1.—Every contract, combination 
in the form of trust or otherwise con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several States, or with foreign 
nations, is hereby declared to be ilega,,

Every person who shall make any such con- 

, tract, or engage in any such combination 
or conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty of a 

and, on conviction thereof, 

Se be punished by fine not exceeding 
5,000, or by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year, or by both said punishments, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Section 2.—Every person who shall mono- 
polize, or attempt to monopolize, or combine 
or conspire with any other person or persons 
to monopolize, any part of the trade or com- 
merce among the several States, or with 
foreign nations shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding 
$5,000, or by imprisonment not exceding one 
year, or by both said punishments, in the 
discretion of the court. 

The debates show that doubt as to 
whether there was a common law of the 
United States which governed the subject 
in the absence of legislation was among 
the influences leading to the passage of 
the act. They conclusively show, how- 
ever, that the main cause which led to 
the legislation was the thought that it 
was required by the economic condition 
of the times, that is, the vast accumula- 
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tions and individuals, tne enormous de- 
velopment of corporate organization, the 
facility for combination which such or- 
ganizations afforded, the fact that the fa- 
cility was being used and that combina- 
tions known as trusts were being multi- 
plied, and the widespread impression that 
treir power had been and would be ex- 
erted to oppress individuals and injure 
the public. generally. aAithough debates 
may not be used as a means for interpre- 
ting a statuie (United States 4 Trans- 
Misscuri ikreight Association, 166 U. S. 
318, and cases cited) that rule in the 
nature of things is not violated by resort- 
ing to debates as a means of ascertaining 
the environment at the time of the enact- 
ment of a particulur law, that is, the his- 
tory of the period when it was adopted. 


Monopolies and the English Law. 


There can be no doubt that the sole sube 
ject with which the first section deals is 
restraint of trade as there in contem- 
plated, and that the attempt to monopo- 
lize and m®monopolization is the subject 
with which the second section is con- 
cerned. It is certain that those terms, 
at least their rudimentary meaning, took ‘ 
their origin in the common law and were 


also familiar in the law of this country 
prior to and at the time of the adoption 
of the act in question. e 

We shall endeavor then, 
their meaning, not b indulging in an 
elaborate and learne analysis of the 
English law and of the law of this coun- 
try, but by making a very brief reference 
to the elementary and indisputable con- 
ception of both the English and American 
law on the subject prior to the passage of 
the Anti-Trust act. 

(a) It is certain that at a very remote 
period the words ‘contract in restraint 
of trade”’ in England came to refer to 
some voluntary restraint put by contract 
by an individual on his right to carry on 
his trade or calling. Originally all such 
contracts were considered to be illegal 
because it was deemed they were injuri- 
ous to the public as well as to the indi- 
viduals who made them. In the interest 
of the freedom of individuals to contract 
this contract doctrine was modified so 
that it was only when a restraint by con- 
tract was so general as to be coterminus 
with the kingdom that it was treated as 
void. That is to say, if the restraint was 
partial in its operation and was other- 
wise reasonable the contract was held 


to be valid.

(b) Monovolies were 
Coke as follows: 


A monopoly is an institution, or allow. 
ance by the King by his grant, commis- 
sion, or otherwise to any person or persons, 
bodies politic or corporate for the sole 
buying, selling, making, working, or using 
of anything, whereby any person or persons, 
bodies politic or corporate, are sought to be 
restrained of any freedom or liberty that 
they had before, or hindered in their lawful 
trade. (3 Inst. 181.) 

Hawkins thus defined them: 

A monopoly is an allowance by the King 
to a particular person or persons of the sole 
buying, selling, making, working, or using 
of anything whereby the subject in general 
is restrained from the freedom of manu- 
facturing or trading which he had before. 
tHawk. P. C. 1c. 79.) 

The frequent granting of monopolies 
and the struggle which led to a dénial of 
the power to create them, that is to Say, 
to the establishment of the doctrine that 
they were incompatible with the English 
Constitution, is known to all. and need 
not be reviewed. The evils which led ta 
the public outcry against monopoiies and 
to the final denial of the power to make 
them may be thus summarily stated: 

1. The power which the monopoly gave 
to the one who enjoyed it to fix the price 
and thereby.injure the public. 

2. The power which it engendered of en- 
abling a limitation on production, and, 

3. The danger of deterioration in quality 
of the monopolized article which it was 
acemed was the inevitable resultant of the 
monopolistic control over its production 
and sale. 


Law Against Power of Persons. 


AS monopoly as thus conceived eme 
braced only a consequence arising from 
an exertion of sovereign power, no ex- 
press restrictions or prohibitions obtained 
against the creation by an individual of a 
monopoly as such. But as it was consid- 
ered, at least so far as the necessaries of 
life were concerned, that individuals by 
the abuse of their right to contract might 
be able to usurp the power arbitrarily to 
enhance prices, one of the wrongs arising 
from monopoly, it came to be that laws 
were passed relating to offenses such as 
forestalling, regrating, and engrossing by 
which prohibitions were placed upon the 
power of individuals to deal under such 
circumstances and con@itions as, accord- 
ing to the conception of the times, created 
a presumption that the dealings were not 
simply the honest exertion of one’s right 
to contract for his own benefit unaccom- 
panied by a wrongful motive to injure 
others, but were the consequence of @a@ 
contract or course of dealing of such a 
character as to give rise to the presump- 
tion of an intent to injure others through 
the means, for instance, of a monopolistio 
increase of prices. This is illustrated by 
the definition of engrossing found in the 
statute 5 and 6 Edward VI., Ch. 14, as fol- 
lows: 

Whatsoever person or persons shall en- 
gross or et into his or their hands by buy- 
ing, contracting, or promise-taking, other 
than by demise, grant, or lease of land, or 
tithe, any corn growing in the fields, or 
any other corn or grain, butter, cheese, fish, 
ov other dead victual, whatsoever, within 
the realm of England, to the intent to sell 
the same again, shall be accepted, reputed, 
and taken an unlawful engrosser or en- 
grossers. 

As by the statutes providing against 
engrossing the quantity engrossed was 
not required to be the whole or ap- 
sroximate part of the whole of an article, 
t is clear that there was a wide differs 
ence between monopoly and engrossing, 
&e. Byt, as the principal wrong which it 
was déemed would result from monopoly, 
that is, an enhancement of the price, was 
the same wrong to which it was though¢ 
the prohibited engrossment would give 
rise, it came to pass that monopoly and 
engrossing were regarded as virtually one 
and the same thing. In other words, the 

rohibited act of engrossing, because of 
ts inevitable accomplishment of one of 
the evils deemed to be engendered by, 
monopoly, came to be referred to as being 
monopoly or constituting an attempt to 
monopolize. Thus Pollexfen in his argu- 
ment in East India Company vs. Sandys 
Skin, 165, 169, said: 

By common law, he said that trade fg 
free, and for that cited three inst. 81 F. B., 

1 Roll, 4, that the common law is as 
much against monopoly as engrossing; and 
that they differ only, that a ‘‘ monopoly ” 
is by patent from the King, the other is 
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by the act of the subject between party 
and party; but that the mischiefs are the 
same from both, and there is the same law 
against both. Moore, 673, 11 Rep. 84. The 
sole-trade of anything is ‘‘ engrossing ’’ Ex. 
Rei Natura, for whosoever hath the sole 
trade of buying and selling ‘‘ engrossed ”’ 
that trade; and whosoever hath the sole 
trade to any country, hath the sole trade of 
buying and selling the produce of that 
country, at his own price, which is an 
** engrossing.’’ 


Origin of Restraint of Trade. 


And by operation of the mental process 
which led to considering as a monopoly 
acts, which, although they did not con- 
Stitute a monopoly, were thought to 
produce some of its baneful effects, so 


also because of the impediment or burden 
to the due course of trade which they 
produced, such acts came to be referred 
to as in restraint of trade. This is shown 
by my Lord Coke’s definition of monop- 
oly as being ‘‘an institution or allow- 
ance whereby any person or persons, 
bodies politic or corporate, are sought to 
be restrained of any freedom or liberty 
that they had before or hindered in their 
lawful trade.’’ It is illustrated also by 
the definition which Hawkins gives of 
monopoly, wherein it is said that the 
effect. of monopoly to restrain the 
citizen ‘‘from the freedom -of 
turing or trading which he had before.,”’ 
And see especiaily the opinion of 
Parker C. K. in Mitchel v. Reynolds, 
(1,711,) 1 P. Williams, 181, where a clas- 
Sification is made of monopoly which 
brings it generally within the 4descrip- 
tion of restraint of trade. 
Generalizing these considerations, 
Situation is this:

It is equally true to say that the survey

of such a character as to justify the in- 
ference of wrongful intent which were at 
another period thought not to be of that 
character. But this again, as we have 
seen, simply followed the line of develop.« 
ment of the law of England.

Government's View Too Harsh. 


Seccnd, the contentions of the partifes 
as to the meaning of the statute and the 
decisions of this court relied upon con- 
cerning those contentions. 

In stbstarce the propositions urged bv 
the Government are reducible to this: 
That the language of the statute em- 
breces every contract, combination, &c., 
in restraint of trade, and hence its text 
leaves no room for the exercise of judg- 
nent, but simply imposes the plain duty 
of applying its prohibitions to every case 
Within its literal language. The error in- 
vclved is in assuming the matter.to be 
decided. This is true because—as the acts 
which may come under the classes stated 
in the first section and the restraint of 
trade to which that section applies are 
not specifically enumerated or defined—it 
is obvious that jud&ment must in every 
case be called into play in order to de- 
termine whether a particular act is eni- 
braced within the statutory classes, and 
whether if the act is within such classes 
its nature or effect causes it to be a re- 
straint of trade within the intendment of 
the act. 

To hold to the contrary would require 
the conclusion either that every contract, 
act, or combination of any kind or nature, 
whether it operated as a restraint of trade 
or not, was within the statute, and thus 
the statute would be destructive of all 
tight to contract or agree or combine in 
any respect whatever as to subjects em- 
braced in inter-State trade or commerce; 
or if this conclusion were not reached, 
then the contention would require it to 
be held that as the statute did not define 
the things to whichit related and excluded 
resort to the only means by which the 
acts to which it relates could be ascer- 
tained—the lhebt of reason—the enforce:

cause of its uncertainty. 

The merely generic enumeration which

New Rule to Stand Against Old. 


The confusion which gives rise to the 
question results from failing to distin- 
guish between the want of power to take 
a case, Which by its terms or circum. 
stances which surround it~—considering

statute, out of the operation of the statute 
by resort to reason—in effect to establish 
that the contract ought not to be treated 
as within the statute—and the duty in 
every case where it becomes necessary 
from the nature anda character of the 
parties to decide whether it was within 
the statute to pass upon that question by 
the light of reason.

principles of due process of law never 
can it be left to the ivdiciary to decide 
whether in a given case particular acts 
come within a generic statuary provi- 
sion. But to reduce the propositions, 
however, to this their final meaning 
makes it clear that in substance they 
deny the existence of essential legisla- 
tive authority and challenge the right of 
the judiciary to perform duties which 
that department of the Government has 
exerted from the beginning. 

This is so clear as to require no elab- 
oration. Yet, let us demonstrate tha 
which needs no demonstration, by a few 
obvious examples. Take for instance the 
familiar cases where the judiciary is 
called upon to determine whether a par- 
ticular act or acts are within a given 
prehibition depending upon wrongful in- 
tent. Take questions of fraud. Con- 
sider the power which must be exercised 
in every case where the courts are called 
upon to determine whether particular 
acts are invalid which are, abstract} 
speaking, in and of themselves valid, 
but which are asserted to be invalid 
because of their direct effect upon inter- 
State commerce,

Proof of Enormous Power. 


1. The creation of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Ohio: the organization of the 
Standard Oil Trust of 1882, and also a pre-

under the trust and wtrich came therefore 
to be held by the New Jersey corporation. 
But these etatements do not with accuracy 
convey ‘an appropriation of situation 
as it existed at the time of the entry of 
the decree helow, since during the more 
than ten years which elapsed between the 
acquiring by the New Jersey corporation of 
the stock and other property which was 
formerly held by the Trustees under che 
trust agreement, the situation of course 
had somewhat changed, a change which 
when analyzed in the Nght of proof, we 
think, establishes that fhe result of enlarg- 
ing the capital stock ‘of the New Jersey 
company and giving it the vast power to 
which we have referred, produced its nor- 
mal comsequence, that is, {t gave to the 
corporation, despite enormous dividends and 
despite the dropping out of certain corpora- 
tions enumerated in the decree of the court 
below, an enlarged and more perfect sway 
and control over the trade and commerce in 
petroleum and its products. The ultimate 
situation referred to will be made manifest 


by an examination of Sections 2 and 4 of 
the decree below.

The exercise of the power which re- 
sulted from that organization fortifies 
the foregoing conclusions, since the de- 
velopment which came, the acquisition 
here and there whicn ensued of every ef- 
ficient means by which competition could 
have. been asserted, the slow but resist- 
less” methods which followed by which 
means of transportation were absorbed 
and brought under-control, the system of 
marketing. which was adopted by which 
the country was divided into districts 
and the trade in each district in oil was 
turned over to a designated corporation 
within the combination and all others 
were excluded, all lead the mind up to a 
conviction of a purpose and intent which 
we think is so certain as practically to 
cause the subject not to be within the 
domain of reasonable contention. 

The inference that no attempt to monop- 
olize could have been intended, and that 
no monopolization resulted from the acts 
complained of since it is established that 
a very small percentage of the crude oil 
produced was controlled by the combi- 
nation, is unwarranted. As substantial 
power over the crude product was the 
inevitable result of the absolute control 
which existed over the refined product, 
the monopolization of the one carried 
with it the power to control the other, 
and if the inference which this situa- 
tion suggests were developed, which we 
deem it unnecesary to do, they might 
well serve to add additional cogency to 
the presumption of intent to monopolize, 
which we have found arises from the un- 
questioned proof on other subjects. 


Remedies for the Condition, 


We are thus brought to the last subject 
which we are called upon to consider, 
viz.: 

Fourth—The remedy to be administered. 

It may be considered that ordinarily 
where it was found that acts had been 
done in violation of the statute, adequate 
measure of relief would result from re- 
straining the doing of such acts in the 
future. Swift vs. United States, 196 U. S. 


375. But in a case like this, where the 
condition which has been brought about 
in violation of the statute in and of itself, 
is not only a continued attempt to mono»n- 
olize but also a monopolization, the duty 
to enforce the statute requires the mS 
cation of broader and more controlling 
remedies. 

As penalties which are not authorized 
by law may not be inflicted by judicial 
authority. it follows that to meet the sit- 
uation with which we are confronted the 
application of remedies twofold in char- 
acter becomes essential: 

First—To forbid the doing in the future 
of acts like those which we have found 
to have been done in the past which 
would be violative of the statute. 

Second—The exertion of such measure of 
relief as will effectually dissolve the com- 
bination found to exist in violation of the 
statute, and thus neutralize the extensive 
and continually operating force which the 
possession of the power unlawfully ob- 
tained has brought and will continue to 
bring about.

In applying remedies for this purpose, 
however, the fact must not be overlooked 
that injury to the public by the preven- 
tion of an undue restraint on or the 
monopolization of trade or commerce is 
the foundation upon which the prohibi- 
tions of the statute rest, and, moreover, 
that one of the fundamental purposes of 
destroy.

pese, we think no disinterested mind can 
survey the period in question without be- 
ing irresistibly driven to the conclusion 
that the very genius for commercial! de- 
velopinent and organization which _ it 
would seem was manifested from the be- 
ginning soon begot an intent and pur- 
pose to-exclude others which was fre- 
quently manifested by acts and dealings

Methods of Controlling Industry. 


And, considering the period from the 
date of the trust agreements of 1879 and 
1882 up to the-time of the expansion of 
the New Jersey corporation, the gradual 
extension of the power over the com- 
merece in oil which ensued, the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Ohio, the tardi- 
ness or reluctance in conforming to the 
commands of that decision#the method 
first adopted, and that which finally cul- 
minated in the plan of. the New Jersey 
corporation, all additionally serve to 
make mznifest the continued existence of 

intent which we have previously in- 
“tL dd and which, among other things, 
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prohibitions of the Statute may have com- 
plete and operative force. 

The court below, by virtue of Sections 
1, 2, and 4 of its decree, adjudged that 
the New Jersey corporation insofar as 
it held the stock of the various corpora- 
tions, recited in Sections 2 and 4 of the 
decree, or controlled the sime was a 
combinetion in violation of the first sec- 
tion of the act, and an attempt to monop- 
olize or a monopolization contrary to the 
second section of the act. It commanded 
the dissolution of the combination and 
therefore in effect directed the transfer 
by the New Jersev corporation back to 
the stockholders of the various subsidiary 
corporations entitled to the same of the 
stock which had been turned over to the 
New Jersey company in exchange for its 
stock. To make this command effective 
Section 5 of the decree forbade the New 
Jersey corporation from in any form or 
manner exercising any ownership or ex- 
erting any power directly or indirectly 
in virtue of its apparent title to the stocks 
of the subsidiary corporations, and pro- 
hibited those subsidiary corporations from 
paying any dividends to the New Jersey 
corporations or doing any act which 
would recognize further power in that 
coirpany, except to the extent that it 
was recessary to enable that company 
to transfer the stock. 

So far as the owners of the stock of the 
subsidiary corporations and the corpo- 
rations themselves were concerned after 
the stock had been transferred, Sec- 
tion 6 of the decree enjoined them 
from in any way conspiring or combining 
to violate the act or to monopolize or 
attempt to monopolize in virtue of their 
ownership of the stock transferred to 
them, and prohibited all agreements be- 
tween the subsidiary corporations or other 
stockholders in the future tending to pro- 
duce or bring about further violations of 
the act.

in Section 1, constituting all the corpora- 
tions to which we have referred, were en- 
joined from engaging in or carrying on 
inter-State commerce.

Must Not Combine Again. 


But the contention is that, insofar as 
the relief by way of injunction which 
was awarded by Section 6 against the 
stockhoiders of the subsidiary corpora- 
tions or the subsidiary corporations 
themselves, after the transfer of stock 
by the New Jersey corporation was com- 
pleted in conformity to the decree, that 
the relief awarded wa® too broad. 

A. Because it was not sufficiently spe- 
cific and tended to cause those who were 
within the embrace of the order to cease 
to be under the protection of the law of 
the land and required them to thereafter 
conduct their business under the jeopardy 
of punishments for contempt for violat- 
ing a general injunction.

We say this since it does not 
hecesarily follow because an illegal re- 
straint of trade or an attempt to monopo- 
lize or @ mononopolization resulted from 
the combination, and the transfer of the 
stocks of the subsidiary corporations to 
the New Jersey corporation, that a like 
restraint or attempt to monopolize or 
monopolization would necesarily arise 
from agreements between one or more of 
the subsidiary corporations after the 
transfer of the stock by the New Jersey 
corporation. 

For illustration, take the pipe. lines. 
By the effect of the transfer of the stock, 
the pipe lines would come under the con- 
trol of various corporations instead of 
being subjected to a uniform control. 
If various corporations owning the lines 
determined in the public interest to so 
combine as to make continuous line, such 
agreement or combination would not be 
repugnant to the act. And yet it might 
be restrained by the decree. 

As another example, take the Union 
Tank Line Company, one of the subsidiary 
corporations, the owner practically of all 
the tank cars in use by the combination. 
If no possibility existed of agreements 
for the’ distribution of these cars among 
the subsidiary corporations, the most seri- 
ous detriment to the public interest might 
result. Conceding the merit, abstractly 
considered, of these contentions, they are 
irrclevant.

Six Months’ Time Is Given. 
We think that in view of the magnitude 
of the interests involved and their con- 
plexity that the delay of thirty days al-

short and should be extended so as#to 


embrace a period of at least six months. 
So also, in view of the possible serious in- 
jury to resuit to the public from an ab- 
solute cessation of inter-State commerce 
in petroleum and its products by such vest 
agencics aS are embraced in the com- 
bination, a result which might arise from 
ihat portion of the decree which en- 
joined carrying on of inter-State com- 
merce not only by the New Jersey cor- 
oration but by all the subsidiary com- 
panies until the dissolution of the com- 
bination. by the transfer of the stocks, 
tnis section of the decree should not have 
been awarded. 

Gur conclusion is that the decree he- 
low was right and should be affirmed, 
except as to the minor matters concern- 
ing which we have indicated the decree 
should be modified.

Decision Bulletined by Telephone— |

WASHINGTON, May 15.—President Taft 
had nothing to say about the decision in 
the Standard Ol! case to-night. He wished, 
he told callers, to read it carefully, to dis- 
cuss it wtf the Cabinet, and to. dissect it 
with Mr. Wickersham. Until thase things 
had been done he had no opinion to voice, 
It is known, however, that he is what his 
predecessor frequently remarked when 
pleased, ** delighted.”’ 

The President began to get bulletins on 
the decision from the office of the Clerk 
of the Supreme Court shortly after he 
reached Washington late this afternoon. 
Direct telephone connections had been 
made with the Capitol, and as the points 
made by Chief Justice White were read 
in the courtroom they were given to the 
White House. 

The President nad not the slightest in- 
timation as to what the decision would be. 
He listened with interest to the bulletins 
handed to him and discussed them with 
Secretary Hilles. He did not see the com- 
plete decision until a half hour after the 
Chief Justice had finished reading. The 


White House had to send a messenger on 
a bicycle up to the Capitol to get one.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Frank B. Kel- 
logge of Minnesota, special counsel for the 
Government, and who argued the Stand- 
ard Oil case in the court below, sat 
throughout the afternoon at the attorneys’ 
table listening intently to the decisions.

MAY AMEND SHERMAN LAW. 


Insurgent and Democratic Desire Is 
to Make It Specific. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—One of the 
first results of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Standard Oil case 
to-day will be an effort on the part of 
radical Democratic and Republican in- 
surgents to amend the Sherman anti-trust 
law so that the court, in the future, will 
be compelled to dissolve monopolies, 
whether they be of the reasonable or 
unreasonable variety. 

The insurgents announced that they 
would {immediately consider the prepara- 
tion of an amendment to the law, while 
Senator Culberson of Texas, colleague of 
Senator Bailey, who commended the 
court’s decision, announced that he would 
co-operate in any such movement. Chief 
Justice White is a Democrat, while Justice 
Harlan, who criticised the court’s inter- 

retation of the law, is a Republican. 
vYevertheles, Mr. Culberson, who strongly 
commended the elevation of White to the 
Chief Justiceship, made this comment on 
the decision: 

‘‘It ought to be extremely gratifying to 
all opponents of monopoly that the Su- 
preme Court of the United States to-day 
affirmed the decree of dissolution against 
the Standard Oil Company. While this is 
true, and while the conclusion in the par- 
ticular case is correct, yet, in my judg- 
ment, the opinion of the court delivered 
by Chief Justice White is an unfortunate 
one for the country. This opinion over- 
rules the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the Traffic Association cases, as well as 
the many similar cases where the Anti- 
Trust act was construed as prohibiting 
all restraints of inter-State trade and all 
monopolies of such trade, no matter of 
what character. The former construction 











accepted and acted upon for years, and 
Congress, though often urged to do so, re- 
fused to amend the act to accord with the 
view taken by the court to-day. 

“The opinion of the majority of the court 
to-day as to the construction of the act is 
pure judicial legislation for which the 
trusts have been contending for fifteen 
years and which will be used by them to 
further their combinations and. conspira- 
cies against trade. Hereafter the ques- 
tion will always be confused with the sup- 
posed intent of the conspirators in these 
exploitations rather than confined to the 
Single issue of the actual existence of 
combination or monopoly. The classifica- 
tion of good trusts and bad trusts has at 
least received the highest judicial sanc- 
tion. 


“Against this T agree absolutely and 


the Chief Justice is adhered to in this and 
in the tobacco case, as I presume it will 
be, the law ought to be amended at once 
so as to express beyond judicial interpre- 
tation that view of the law which has 
heretofore obtained, and which has met 
the approval and requirements of the 
country.”’

The railroad 
company itseif was thus completely di- 
vorced from the coal business, but its 
stockholders’ eculties in the coal prop- 
erties remained in their hands through 
ownership of the stock of the new com- 
pany.

York counsel for the State of 
in its ouster suit against the Standard 
Oil Company. in 1905 and has been a 
close student of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, expressed his views last night of 
the Supreme Court decision, as far as he 
was able to grasp its significance from 
the brief summary at hand. He said: 

“TT have not as yet seen the fuil text. 
Judging, however, from. what purports 
to be a résumé of it, I should say that 
the so-called combinations, if they have 
led clean corporate lives, have gained a 
most important victory in the Supreme 
Court holding that the test under .the 
Sherman law is whether or not the pur- 
pose and intent of the successful com- 
bination was to blot out competitors, re- 
gardless of means employed. 

“The contention of the Government, as 
I understand it, has been that any com 
bination making a practical monopoly is 
illegal regardiess of how built up and re- 
gardiess of its good or bad motive and 
regardless of its conduct with reference 
to competitors. Apparently the Supreme 
Court now holds, in effect, that a vast 
combination is not a violation of the 
Sherman law unless its builders deliber- 
ately undertook to build it up by crush- 
ing competitors through improper meth- 
ods. 

‘In otirer words, the court practically 
holds that if a combination carried on 
a relentless war of extermination for its 
success it is a malefactor. From which 
it would follow that if it grew up through 
processes that looked only to its own 
prosperity and did not use its syperior 
strength to cruSh weaker competitors by 
wicked, vicious, or improper -means, it 
is no vioiator of the law. 

‘In the Standard Oil case the Supreme 
Court reviews the company’s early 
methods and their development down to 
dato to show that it was built up on the 
ruins of its competitors, whose downfall it 
deliberately encompassed. To put it in 
another form, it used its brains not only 
to bring about its own prosperity, but to 
drive others from the field by means that 
were unethical and not those of a fair 
competitor. 

“Tf its competitors had withered and 
died because through the better products 
and more economic administration alone 
of the big combination, they were unable 
to compete, the company, as I look at 
the decision, would not have been ad- 
udged a violator of the law, notwith- 
standing the fact that the result of its 
superior administration gave to it a 
practical monopoly of the field.

The origin of the oil industry in the 
United States dates from the drilling of 
what is known as Drake's well, on Aug. 
28, 1859. Amonz the first men-to realize 
that the industry would eventually be- 
come an important one was John D. 
Rockefeller. White running a small re- 
finery in Cleveland in 1865 he saw that 
unless he cumbined his capital and energy 
with other men in the same business all 
of them were likely to fail. Accordingly, 
he united in-one firm the four refineries 
controlled by himself, . William -Rocke- 
feller, Mr. Andrews, S. V. Harkness, and 
H. M; Flagler. 

From this combination of men there was 
formed in 1870 the Standard Oil Company 
of Ohio, with a capital of $1,000,000. These 
four refineries in Cleveland thus started 
what is the Standare “ii came Fay of New 

At the same time that 
Rockefeller and his associates were de- 
veloping the business in the West, W. C. 
Warden was doing the same in Philadel- 
phia, Lockhart in Pittsburg, and Charles 
Pratt in Brooklyn. In i&872 these men 
combined forces with the Rockefeller 
combine and formed what was known as 
the Standard Oil ‘“ Alliance.’’ which ten 
years later was made the basis for the 
Standard Oil Trust. 

The difficulties besetting refiners in 
1865 were chiefly such as could be cured 
by an increase in capital. In 1861 the 
best wells were thirty miles from thea 
railroads, and, owing to difficulties of 
transportation, petroleum had fallen from 
$20 a barrel to almost nothing. Two 
years later boats had begun carrying the 
crude oil and small pipe lines and branch 
railways had been built. In 1866 a more’ 
efficient refining method was invent- 
and the tank car began to replace 
the old flat car, with lits wooden tubs. 
These changes called for much more capi- 
tal than any of the orl men could com- 
mand unassisted, and resulted in Mr. 
Rockefeller’s determination to organize 
the leading producers into a union. 

The years from 1865 to 1870 detérmined 
the most efficient unit of production, 
while the next seven years brought lower 
costs of transportation. Large refiperies 
soon began to manufacture their o bar- 
rels, cases, and materials used In their 
manufacturing processes. In 1875 a 
method had been found for utilizing a 
great deal of the waste product. 

By an act of the Pennsylvania Legisla- 
ture, the South Improvement Company 
was created in 1871. Of the two thousand 
shares, 900 were owned by H. M. Flagler, 
O. H. Payne, William Rockefeller, J. H. 
Bostwick, and J. D. Rockefeller. This 
company soon effected favorable contracts 
with the Pennsylvania. New York Cen- 
tral, and Erie Railroads, under which the 
oil company got rebates, while outsiders 
paid regular rates. Knowledge of this 
aroused great indignation throughout the 
oil region and before the South Improve- 
ment Company had an opportunity to en- 
joy the benefits of its arrangement the 
Pennsylvania Legislature summarily de- 
stroyed its charter. 

In 1870 the Standard Oil Company con- 
trolled 4 per cent. of the production of 
the oil regions. Two years later the capi- 
tal of the Standard Oil Company of Ohio 
had been increased to $3,500,000, and the 
control of the “ Alliance’’ had been ex- 
tended over more than half the refining 
industry. From 1874 to 1877 the com- 
pany devoted itself to acquiring control 
of pipe lines. These became involved in 
a war with rival railroads, with the re- 
sult that in 1874 freight charges from 
Chicago to the seaboard fell from $1 to 
10 cents. New York Centra! and Erie 
lost millions, while the Baltimore & Ohio 
and Pennsvyivania ceased paying divi- 
dends. On Oct. 17, 1877, the Pennsylvania 
abandoned the struggle and signed a con- 
tract giving the Standard Oil Company 
a practical monopoly of the production 
and transportation of oil in the United 
States. In 1S78 and 1870 the Oil Trust 
owned or controlled by contract every 
transporting agent in the oil regions. 

In 188% the Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio, the nucleus of the Standard “ Alli- 
ance,’’ was a corporation capitalized at 
$38,500,000. “Then,” the eompany ex- 
plains, “‘for convenience of control and 
management the Standard Oil Trust was 
formed.’ This was an agreement plac- 
ing ali of the stock of the various com- 
panies in the hands of trustees, in return 
for which a certificate was issued to the 
owners. Nine trustees were named: J. 
D. Rockefeller, O. N. Payne, William 
Rockefelier, J. A. Bostwick, H M. Flag- 
ler, W. G. Warden, Charles Pratt, Ben- 
and John D. Archbold. 


The Inter-State Commerce act in 1887 
forbade discriminations by railroads, and 
the Standard'’s special rates were abol- 
ished. In spite of that the company’s 
growth and prosperity continued. Prop- 
erty of ‘the various companies which en- 
tered the trust in 1887 was valued at $75,- 
000,000. In 1892 the value was estimated 
at $122,000,000, and 50 per cent. of the in- 
crease had come from profits invested. 
Dividends rose from 5% per cent. in 1882 
to 12 per cent. in 1891. 

In 1891 the State of Ohio began an ac- 
tion to oust the Standard Oi] Company on 
the ground that it had become a party to 
an agreement against public policy. The 
ceurt’s decision in the following year 
made it necessary to dissolve the com 
pany. The trust dissolved in its constit- 
uent companies, and the Standard Ofl

The committee ratified and approved | 
the transfer to the society of the Villa 
Aurelia, which stands rm a commanding 
position on one of the historic hills of 
Rome, and made plans for the school 
now occupying the Villa Mirafiore, at the 
other end of the city, to move into it. 

The transfer of the property to the 
academy took place in Rome last week 
under the auspices of W. R. Mead, Presi- 
dent of the academy, and A. G. Jessup, 
a brother of Mrs. Heyland, donor of the 
site. It is valued at $250,000, and will 
give the American artists and sculptors 
who. do post-graduate work in Rome a 
studio overlooking the historic monu- 
ments which give Rome its “art’’ at- 
mosphere. 

At first there was some discussion Ovér 
the advisability of accepting the building, 
as it was far removed from the present 
quarters, causing trouble to students who 
might try to live in one place and study 
in the other. To overcome this difficulty 
the Executive Committee last night de- 
cided to make extensive alterations and 
improvements in the villa. While these 
improvements will be expensive, they will 
transform the old Roman villa into 4 
modern house, suitable for living as well 
as working quarters. 

“The plans we are drawing up,” said 
Frank D. Millett, Secretary of the Execu- 
tive Committee, “‘ are more comprehensive 
than anything yet undertaken to forward 
the opportunities for study abroad by 
American painters and sculptors. Hereto-

The Critic Also Thinks That the Ap- 
pendix Is an Armory for the 
Fighting Leucocytes., 





Dr. Edred M. Corner of London has 
constructed an ingenious argument in- 
tended to prove that appendicitis is 
caused by eating bread made from 
American milled flour prepared in mills 
in which steel rollers are used. He 
blames small particles of steel, which 
he assumes have been ingested, for the 
difease. His argument is not taken very 
seriously by the medical profession in this 
country. 

Incidentally, the London doctor has 
advanced a new theory as to the present 
use of the vermiform appendix itself. 
He thinks it is a factory and storehouse 
for leucocytes, which come out and fight 
harmful organisms in the intestines. His 
paper on the life history, function, and 
inflammation of the appendix occupied 
several pages in a recent issue of ‘The 
Medical Chronicle. 

‘Corner deals fully with the physiol- 
ogy of digestion,”’ comments the editor of 
the Medical Record, ‘and points out 
that there is no possibility of doubt that 
the appendix in the human being is a 
vestigial structure, a survival of a large 
cecum in some possibly herbivorous an- 
cestor. Nature, however, being a good 
handmaiden, has taken upon herself to

Any abnormal articles that 
we swallow, such as pins, pips, filings, 
hairs from our brushes, and so forth, are 
expected to be found in the ileo-cecal 
region, seeing that the cecum is the place 
where the foodstuff undergoes a pause or 
rest. The statement that certain foreign 
bodies swallowed are very apt to reach 
the appendix must be accepted ere the 
force of Corner’s argument as to the in- 
jurious effects upon that organ of Ameri- 
can made flour can be properly appre- 
ciated.

That is to say, a considerable proportion 
of the flour thus made contains minute 
pleces of steel which, when consumed, 
Stay sufficiently lone in the appendix to 
create irritation and in some instances 
to set up appendicitis. 

' At first this process of-preparing flour 
wus expensive and the flour was bought 
and eaten only: by wealthy Americans, 
among whom appendicitis became preva- 
lent. Curiously the increase of appcii- 
dicitis in Engfand almost synchronizes 
with the introduction of the American 
methods of preparing flour into that 
country. More proof of the effects of 
this milled flour in the production of 
appendicitis seems to be afforded by 
the fact that as bread made from it be- 
veame cheaper pari passu appendicitis be- 
came more frequent and more generally 
otic among the less rich of Amer- 

‘“ Lastly, the class of men who held out 
the longest against appendicitis were the 
colored people.. They ate bread prepared 
bv their own methods until milled flour 
became so cheap that ft was simpler for 
the negroes to buy bread made from it 
than to prepare their own, the result be- 
ing that appendicitis has become increas- 
ingly frequent among them.

criminal contempt. 

The dismissal of the pending proceed- 
ings is ordered by the high court be- 
cause, as Justice Lamar pointed out, the 
course followed by both the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Appeals of the 
District was illegal.

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—‘ Well, I

WASHINGTON, May 15.— Before the 
Supreme Court reached the decision in 
the Standard Oil case this afternoon it 
had already, through Justice Hughes, 
handed down a decision dealing a heavy 
blow at corporations,. greatly facilitating, 
it is thought,. their criminal prosecution 
or the criminal prosecution of corporate 
officers. The decision affirmed the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court for the South- 
ern District of New York holding Chris- 
topher C, Wilson, President of the United 
Wireless Telegraph Company, In con- 
tempt for failing to produce under sub- 
poena duces tecum from the Grand Jury 
letter-press books of the company, admit- 
tedly in his possession. 

The Grand Jury subpoenas were directed 
to the corporation itself, but to-day’s de- 
cision of the Supreme Court gets a pe- 
cullar sting from the fact that the proc- 
ess was directed against Mr. Wilson per- 
sonally, and, on his own confession, the 
letter-press books tended largely toward 
his incrimination. So strong a stand did 
he take on his Consitutional right to be 
excused from incriminating himself that, 
even after his Board of Directors had be- 
sought him to obey the subpoena, he held 
on to them, and, though he openly care 
ried a copy of the letters to the Grand 
Jury room, he refused the jury’s demand 
that he turn the papers over for their ex- 
amination.

DECLARES TAFT IS WRONG. 


Gompers Says Government Employes 
Still Have the Right of Petition. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—‘‘ No officer 
of the Government is warranted in the is- 
suance of an order in conflict with the in- | 
herent, Constitutional rights of the citi- | 
zen,” said President Gompers of the | 
American Federation of Labor, to-day, | 
commenting on President Taft’s speech at 
Harrisburg, Penn., last night. 

Mr. Gompers declared that President 
Taft’s order forbids association among 


Government employes and the right of pe- 
tition to Congress and that the Post Of- 
fice Department has “discharged and 
victimized men because they dared unite 
in a lawful association and petition for 
redress of grievances.”’ 

Insisting that President Taft Is wholly 
mistaken in his idea of methods for the 
betterment of the condition of employes 
of the Government, Mr. Gompers said 
that since men in the pay of the Govern- 
ment cannot resort to the strike, as work- 
men in private establishments can when 
necessary, their only means of presenting 
their needs of grievances is through peti- 
tion for administrative or legislative ac- 
tion. | 


RESTRICT INDIAN LAND SALES 


Twenty-five-Year Ban Put On by Con- 
gress Held as Constitutional. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—The twenty- 
five-year restriction on the sale of Indian 
lands, which was imposed by Congress in 
1906, was held to be constitutional in a 
decision by the United States Supreme 
Court to-day. Previous to 1906 individual 
members of the Five Civilized trfbes in 
Oklahoma were prevented from making 


sales of their lands within five years of 
the time of allotment. The contention soon 
arose that the full bloods had such rights 
as citizens as made the extension uncon- 
stitutional. 

Marchie sh ow was one of the Indians 
concerned. s a full blood Creek he in- 
herited four allotments. He transferred 
this. inherited land to real estate com- 
panies, but later he changed his mind 
and brought suit to have the transfers set 
aside on the ground that the restrictions 
forbade his conveying the land. 

The Supreme Court of Oklahoma held 
that the restrictions merely referred to 
lands allotted directly to the full bloods, 
and not to the lands inherited by them. 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
holds that they applied to inherited lands 
as well. 

The court held also that only Congress 
could détermine when the Indian became 
free from the white man’s guardianship, 
and that Congress had not yet so found. 


























Stimson’s Name Sent to the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—President Taft 
to-day formally nominated to the Senate 
Henry L. Stimson of New York to be Sec- 
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Last Fall the Grand Jury handed down 
two indictments against President Wilson 
and various officers and Directors in the 
wireless company. One indictment al- 
leged fraudulent use of the mails and 
the other conspiracy for such use. The 
subpoena was then issued and served on 
President Wilson and various of the Di- 
rectors. Mr. Wilson appeared before the 
Grand Jury and stated that the letter 
presses required covering the corpora- 
tion's correspondence,in the months of 
May and June, 1908, were filled largely 
with his private or personal correspond- 
ence; that they were essential to his 
own defense, and that he was using them 
for that purpose. As the subpoena was 
directed to the corporation and not to 
himself, he contended that he was not in 
contempt, even on the assumption that 
the jury was within its authority fn de- 
manding the papers. 

In his decision to-day Justice Hughes 
holds that the production of papers can 
be demanded without directing the per- 
ron holding them to appear as a witness, 
though the latter is a more common prac- 
tice. He cited that it had been held 
‘essential to the very existence and con- 
stitution of a court of common law” that 
papers be produced. ‘“ Treating the re- 
quirement to profluce as separable from 
the requirement to testify,” says to-day’s 
decision, ‘it follows that the latter may 
Le omitted from the subpoena without in- 
validating the former.

CONFER ON INDUSTRIES. 


All Nations Send Delegates to Con- 
gress on Industrial Property. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—With every 
nation on earth represented for the first 
time since its establishment in 1883, the 
International Union for the Protection of 
Industrial Property began its fourth con- 
ference here to-day to consider many new 
industrial problems, which have arisen 
either directly or indirectly from patent 
and trade-mark laws. 

The conference is expected to negotiate 
many treaties affecting various industrial 
problems. It is known that there will be 
Seven propositions in the form of pro- 
posed treaties submitted by six countries 
as soon as the congress is organized. 
Great Britain has given notice of two 
proposed treaties, while one each will be 
submitted by France, Germany, Nether- 
lands, Sweden, and Switzerland. It is 
likely also that the International Bureau 
at Berne, which is maintained as a sort 
of bureau of information by the nations 
signatory to the treaty of Paris and sub- 
sequent treaties, may advance several 
questions for discussion. All of the pro- 
ceedings of the conference are conducted 
in French and are secret. Delegates to 
the meeting have plenary powers to draft 
and sign treaties and agreements in the 
names of the countries they represent. In 
nearly every instance the Chairman of a 
delegation is the highest diplomatic offi- 
cer of his country now in the United 
States. 

The International Union was organised 
in Paris in 1888. ere are eighteen na- 
tions in addition to the United States now 
adherent to the treaty of Paris and sub- 
sequent conventions. They are Belgium, 
Denmark, Great Britain, Japan, Norway, 
Netherlands, Switzerland, France, (Tunis, 
although under France, sends a separate 
delegation;) forsee Italy, Sweden, the 
Dominican Republic, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Mexico, and Spain. 

The following nations, which were non- 
adherents to any of the previous conven- 
tions, but who accepted the invitation to 
attend this conference, making it the first 
one at which every nation has been repre- 
sented, are the Dominion of Canada, 
Chile, Costa Rica, Greece, Haiti, Panama, 
Paraguay, Persia, Russia, Siam, Salva- 
dor, Ur y, Colombia, Ecuador, Hon- 
duras, Liberia. and Peru. These nations 
are expected to become @ part of the In- 
ternational Union at the Washington con- 
gresa. 


DAILY’S INDICTMENTS VALID. 


Decision Against Sales Agent Accused 
of Bribing a Michigan Prison Warden. 


WASHINGTON, May 15..—-The Michigan 
indictments charging Milton Dally, @ Chi- 
cago machinery sales agent, with bribing 
Allen N. Armstrong, Warden of the 
Jackson State Prison, and obtaining $10,- 
000 from the State by false pretenses, 
were declared to-day by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to be proper 
in form and valid.

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CLUBHOUSE FOR GIRLS. 


New Institution Founded by Society 
Belles for Their Toiling Sisters. 


It has remained for the society girls of 
New York to provide one of the most up- 
to-date clubhouses or hotels for working 
girls vet erected. It will open on Satur- 
day, and is known as the Junior League 
Residential Club. for Women, and is lo- 
cated on the banks of the East River at 
Seventy-eighth Street. | 

Built of light Milwaukee brick, with 
‘considerable marble trimming both inside 
and out, and topped by an attraetive per- 
gola, the building is most artistic outside. 
Inside it is even more delightful, since the 
equipment includes many absolutely new 
and nove! features. 

There are accommodations for 350 girls, 
and the prices for room and board, two 
meals, will range from $4 to $6 a week. 
This varies according to the location and 
whether they happen to be single or 
double rooms. Six dollers will be cnarged 
for outside single rooms and $3 for sin- 
gle court rooms, but as the court is very 
large and airy, they are nearly as desir- 
able as the others. 

Miss Dorothy Whitney, Chairman of the 
Committee on Building, assisted by Mrs. 
Frederick R. Swift and Mrs. Cortlandt D. 
Barnes, have been foremost in putting the 
project through. A year ago the league 
raised $270,000, which they desired to de- 
vote to this object. The committee was 


authorized to talk the matter over with 
Dr. E. R. L. Gould, President of the City 
and Suburban Homes Company, and the 
building was begun last Fall. 

It is now ready for occupancy, the Su- 
perintendent, Miss Marie Decomyn, being 
at work on the final arrangement of the 


' interior. 


Notable features of the exterior of the 
building are five broad balconies on the 
front, and the roof garden on top, with its 
tennis and basket ball courts. The inte- 
rior also has several interesting features. 
On the main floor, besides the public re- 
ception rooms, there is a series of small 
private reception rooms. These have been 
jokingly spoken of as the “ beau parlors. 
’ The library, on the main floor, with the 
corridor beyond, can by means of sliding 
partitions be made a part of the large as- 
sembly room when used for entertain- 
ments. A typewriting room, with ma- 
chines, is at the service of club residents. 

Each of the five living floors has a spe- 
cial sitting room. Two sets of baths and 
lavatories are on each floor. The dining 
room, which seats 350, is in the basement.

CREDITORS LOSE INSURANCE. 


Court Holds That Judson’s Policies 
Are Exempt from Claims for Debt. 


Judge Hough of the United States Dts- 
trict Court vesterday gave a decision in 
the matter of the life insurance of Alfred 
M. Judson, Sr., partner in the firm of 
Judson & Judson, stock brokers, of 5 
Broad Street, who committed suicide on 
Jan. 4, which was claimed by both the 
trustea in bankruptcy and by the execu- 
tor of his estate. He carried five policies 


aggregating $41,000, of which $10,000 was 
Void on account of suicide. 

One poliev for -$15,000 was payable -to 
his wife and children, one of the children 
being Charles Y. Judson, the other part- 
ner in the firm, and his share was $3,766. 
Judge Hough decided that he was not 
entitled to the money, Three other pol- 
icies for $16,000 were payable to the _exeéc- 
utor, administrator, or assigns of Aifred 
M. Judson, Which were subject to loans 
of $2,790, and had a surrender value of 
£5,003. ‘The trustee in bankruptcy re- 
ceived $9,483 on the policies, which the 
executor claimed. Judge Hough decided 
in favor of the executor, and he may 
take an order for the return of the net 
proceeds of the unvoided policies, pavable 
to the executor, viz., $8,675. 

A petition was filed against the firm 
on Dec. 17, 1910, and they were ad- 
judicated bankrupts on Jan. 9, 1911. 
Alfred M. Judson committed suicide five 
days before adjudication.

GOVERNMENT TOINVESTIGATE 





Circumstances of Crime Led to Cry of 
“Ritual Murder’—Educated Classes 
Try to Stop Agitation. 





KIEFF, May 15.—The ability of the 
authorities to preserve public order yes- 
terday, the date reported to have been 
set for a massacre of Jews, has had a 
reassuring effect upon the Jewish popu- 
lation. Nevertheless, the exodus of the 
more wealthy Jews continues, and the 
panic will not subside completely until 
the circumstances of the alleged ‘ ritual 
murder"? have been explained and the 
responsibility for the crime fixed. 

On Feb. 28 the body of a boy named 
Yushchinsky was found, horribly muti- 
lated, in a cave close by the Jewish quar- 
ter in this eity. The lad was 13 years 
of age, a Christian, and a student at the 
local Orthodox Seminary. Certain clir- 
cumstances of the killing, linked with the 
inability of the authorities to detect the 
murderers, resulted In the charge by their 
enemies that Jews had made the youth 
the victim of a ‘ritual murder.” 

An examination of the body showed 
that it had been cut.in forty-five places 
with a knife and an awl. A post-mortem 
examination made by Prof. Obolinsky de- 
termined that the victim had been tor- 
tured and all the wounds inflicted before 
life was extinct. His hands tied and a 
gag in his mouth, the boy, it is asserted, 
had been held upright as the blood flowed 
Seven deep stabs in the re- 
of the heart, it stated, finally 
an end to his agony. After death 
the stripped body was reclothed. The 
fact that there were on 
the clothing led to the assertion that all 
the blood had left the body before the 
cutting was ended. 

Prof. Obolinsky and Dr. Tufanoff 
that the body had been removed to the 
cave five or six hours after deaih, but 
before muscular rigidity set in. The sup- 
position based thereon was that Yush- 
chinsky had been tortured ad mutdered 
somewhere in the neighboring Jewish 
quarter and the body deposited in the 
cave at daybreak, as the rules of the 
Jewish sect Hassides are alleged to for- 
bid the burial of ritualistic victims. 

The details of the murder are alleged 

resemble fypical features of ‘ ritual 
killings.’’ The coincidence of the Pass- 
with the discovery of the crime 
aroused the suspicions of those who hate 
the Jews, and the failure of the authori- 
ties to trace the criminals further in- 
flamed the agitation. The boy's mother 
was arrested on suspicion, but later re- 
leased. His step-father was then accused. 

The Jewish newspaper Hazman printed 
an account of the murder, crediting it 
to the step-father. 

The authorities have adopted stringent 
measures to prevent the local newspapers 
from publishing anti-Semitic of 
the crime and also to stop, as far as pos- 
sible, the circulation of ‘‘ Black Hun- 
dred ’’ sheets, the contents of which exe 
cited the passions of the people. The 
educated classes have emploved every ef- 
fort to dispel the legend of ‘ritual mur- 
der.”’ 

The Kieff Ljanin, the leading Conserva- 
tive organ of South Russia, to-day cen- 
sures the Duma for its recent interpella- 
tion on the matter, and says that it is 
not permissible to ascribe every mysteri- 
ous murder to Jewish “ ritual.”’

END FIRST VETO BILL FIGHT. 
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Commons Finally Pass Measure— 
Lords Don’t Like Lansdowne Plan. 


LONDON, May 15.—The fight in 
House of Commons over the Pariiament 
bill, also designated the Veto bill, for the 
curtailment of the powers of the House 
of Lords, ended to-night. And amend- 
ment moving the rejection of the whole 
bill was defeated by a vote of 363 to 243, 
and a motion for the adoption of the bill 
on its third reading was carried by 3862 
to 241.

applause from the Government support- 
ers. During the cheering several of the 
Ministeriaiists called out to the Opposi- 
tion: ‘‘ Now toe the line and take it 
like men.”’

The debate in the House of Lords to- 
day on the second reading of Lord Lans- 
downe’'s bill for the reconstruction of the 
Upper Chamber Indicated that the lead- 
ers’ orders will fail to coerce many of 
the Unionist peers into voting for a meas- 
ure involving their own political extinc- 
tion. : 

Lord Willoughby de Broke declared 
that the House as at present constituted 
was the best the country could get, and 
if he were going to perish he would pre- 
fer to receive his quietus at the hand 
of the electors rather than at the hand 
of their lordships. 

Lord Morley, spokesman for the Gov- 
ernment, insisted that the passage of the 
Veto bill must precede any settlement or 
compromise with respect to the Upper 
Chamber, He threw out the significant 
suggestion that in any reconstruction of 
the Lords the number would be restrict- 
ed to 100. This is regarded as foreshad- 
owing the purpose of the Government 
when the reform of the House of Lords 
comes before it for consideration.

T'Wo days 
betore he had been married tu Princess 
Romana Onok, the T-year-old grand- 
daughter of the late Empervr John and 
niece of Fimpress ‘Taitu. At the same 
time Ras Tessama, who had taken over 
the ‘affairs of the empire because of the 
incapacity of Emperor Menelik, was ap- 
pointed guardian cf the heir apparent. 
The Regent died last April 13.

LONDON, Tuesday,. May 10. — The 
Times contains a letter signed ‘ Over- 
sea Visitor,” giving the experience of 
two Americans in search of, accommo- 
dations in London during May and 
June. They made personal application 
to the managers of twenty-five hotels 
and boarding houses, the hotels in ques- 
tion being, exclusive of three or ‘four 
leading ones, practically all* booked up 
for the two last weeks in June. 

Accommodations during May were;

COUNTRY IN NEED OF LABOR 
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Mr. Carr at Manufacturers’ Convention 
Declares Immigrants Adjust Them- 
selves to American Standards 
of Living. 





Immigration and its problems occupied 
a large part of the session of the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers, which 
was held yesterday at the Waldorf. The 
immigration service was declared by the 
association’s committee to need the im- 
provement that a change of men might 
give to it. John Foster Carr made a plea 
for the open door for immigrants, saying 
the country was in need of labor. 

The report of the association’s Commit- 
tee on Immigration, of which Thomas H. 
Hall is Chairman, quoted at length from 


the report of the commtssion. appointed 
by Congress. This pointed out that the 
Immigrant Inspectors are without judicial 
or legal training, and as they are selected 
by the Commissioner of Immigration, 
under whom they serve, their decisions 
were influenced by the views of their 
superiors. Nearly 50 per cent. of the 
Cases appealed are reversed, and so the 
commission concluded: 

In justice to the immigrant and to the 
country as well, the character of these 
boards should be improved. They should be 
composed of men whose ability and train- 
ing fit them for the judicial functions per- 
formed, and the provision compelling their 
hearings to be separate and apart from the 
public should be repealed, 

John Foster Carr took up the charge 
that immigrants lower wages and condi- 
tions of Iiving, and said that a marked 
change has occurred in the economic 
tendencies of the time. No longer is 
labor motionless without regard to the 


opportunities of bettering itself, but it 
tends like capital to be fluid. Thus, now- 
adays, even Greeks and Orientals go back | 
to the Old Country to spend the Winter, | 
when work is slack here, and during the | 
panic 714,000 aliens went away without’ 
injuring either the social or economic, 
fabric of this country.

LONDON, May 15.—Emperor’ William, 
Empress Augusta Victoria, and Princess 
Victoria Louise, who arrived at Sheerness 
on the imperial yacht Hohenzollern last 
night, entered London to-day and were 
welcomed with an enthuslasm which fully 
demonstrated the Exmperor’s personal pop- 
ularity with Englishmen.

The idea of establishing a Bureau of 
Domestic Science in the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington, embodied in 
the bill introduced by Representative 
WILson of Illinois, and advocated by 
Mr. Pauut Piprcep, editor of The Na- 
tional Food Magazine, springs, we sup- 
pose, from work such as Cornell Uni- 
versity has done in sending out bul- 
letins upon cookery and household sant- 
tation to the wives of New York State. 
Mr, Preres would make this work more 
comprehensive, bringing all the agri- 
cultural schools and colleges, and instl- 
tutions teaching domestic science, into 
a system for which the Bureau would 
act as a feeder. It is intended to break 
up the narrow and mediaeval methods 
of housekeeping which that most an-

The man who thinks himself 
Queen VICTORIA can see perfectly well 
i that the woman who claims to be JULIUS 
| CAESAR is suffering from a delusion, 
ithe result of a disordered mind, and he 
‘is no more likely to join her in avenging 
slights to their like pretensions than he 
would be if he had no delusion of his own. 

It is this, and this alone, that enables 
a single or a few keepers to maintain 
something like order in a ward contain- 
ing a score or more of potentially violent 
lunatics, for each of these patients is to 
some degree a guard against all the 
others, and in case of an assault by one 
of their number, the rest can usually be 
trusted either to remain indifferent to 
what is going on or to help in subduing 
the assailant. Yet the Commissioners 
say that several of the insane criminals 
in Matteawan had been supplied with

TAXES AND CONGESTION. 








Secretary Marsh Urges Plan to Tax 
Buildings One-Half the Land Tax. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In THR TrIMES’s recent article on the Con- 
gestion bills no reference was made to tne 
taxation proposal of the Mayor’s Congestion 
Commission. This is a new method of- pre- 
venting congestion. It is well known that few, 
if any, civilized countries in the world have 
succeeded in securing good housing for ihe 
wage-earning popwlation under the system of 
taxation which: obtains to-day in New York 
City. The commission, recognizing this fact, 
advocated and recommended a reasonable, con- 
servative, and constructive change in the sys- 
tem of taxation by which, through a series of 
five equal reductions in five consecutive years, 
beginning In 1912, the rate of taxation on all 
buildings be made one-half the rate of taxation 
on all land. 

The reasons why certain wealthy philanthro- 
pists and their charitable employes are afraid 
of taxation of land values are obvious. The 
purely restrictive measures to which you refer 
serve to distract attention from one of the mos: 
fundamental methods of prevention which the 
commission has proposed. This is the only 
method which would tend to reduce rents—a 
fundamental necessity in the prevention of 
room overcrowding. As the Committee on Tax- 
ation of the commission, of which Prof. Frank 
J. Goodnow was Chairman, stated: 

The committee are of the opinion that it 
is practically certain that an incresos in the 
rate of taxation on land and decrease of the 
cate of taxation on buildings would have 
the effect of encouraging building itn the 
Outlying sections of the city, as well as of 
forcing land into the market which is now 
held for speculation. The committee is led 
to this conclusion both by their study of 
the effect of taxes based upon this principle 
which are levied in Germany, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, and in certain parts of the United 
States, and by the almost universal con- 
sensus of opinion of the witnesses who ap- 
peared before it.

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PLUNDERED TENANTS. 


Telis of the Petty Pilferings to Which 
Their Apartments Are Subjected. 


To the Editor af The New York Times: 

May I beg the courtesy of your valued col- 
umns to air a real grievance which has been 
leng rmoldering in the breasts of thousands 
of tenants occupying flats and apartments in 
this cliy, presided over by landlords’ employes, 
generally dishonest, In the shape of housekeep- 
ers, janitors, hall and elevator boys, and Su- 
perintendents, &¢.? Passing over the tipping, 
evil, I have reference to the very cominon habit 
of these employes of gaining access to apart- 
ments in the tenants’ absence and pilfering 
objects of more or less valpe, seldom more 
than one or two things at a time—indeed, the’ 
refrigerator is not overlooked—and, owing to 
their knowledge of the tenants’ goings and 
comings, they are reasonably safe from detec- 
tion. 

Expert detectives claim to be practically 
helpless in catching this class of thieves, owing 
to a lack of time necessary to it, time which 
is required in much more gerious cases con- 
Stantly occurring. But the very worst phase 
of an intolerable condition develops only when 
the tenant, with ample proofs in his hands—in 
the shape of a forgotten feather duster or a 
foot rule, which he never before possessed, 
dropped into his sideboard drawer, or the re- 
mains of bread and jam smeared al! over his 
furniture—has a new and safer lock placed on 
hig entrance door, and other doors and wiudows 
safesuarded. He then becomes aware of the 
hostile attitude of one or more, as the case 
may be, of the landlord’s hirelings, followed by 
sometimes 
almost approaching an assault, which says 
plainly, You have balked me itn what I con- 
sider my privilege and you must take the col- 
sequences. 

Some one says ‘complain to the agent or land- 
lord. But that is just where the really intoler- 
able part of it comes In. Either of these digni- 
taries will tell you that if you are not com- 
fortable to move, knowing full well that you 
will fare no better elsewhere; and they Know- 
ingly continue to hire these thieves to serve

TAXICAB FARES. 





Proposes a Plan to Reduce Them by 
Taking Taxicabs Out of Politics. 


To the Ediuor of The New York Timcs: 

Answering your editorial article as to the 
absurdity of the present increase of taxicab 
fares. and making comparison with London's 
tariff, the trouble lies wholly with what Is 
known as the special privilege condition that 
exists here. In Tondon all cabmen are on an 
equality, and can remain at or near the hotels, 
restaurants, and all -probable places 
where the public is likely to use vehicles. On 
the contrary in New York, where five or more 

cabs in the one day are needed, 
cabs of companies or corporations 
exorbitant prices for that right are 
permitted to obstruct the premiscs. To mee! 
this outlay and the salaries of expensive of- 
ficials and attorneys, also the extravagant up 
keep, needs at least 100 per cent. more to oper 
ate their plant than is absolutely necessary 
under normal conditions. 

Do away with all special permits, and issue 
a license only to those persons. for companies) 
which will accept fares, say, at 30 cents for 
the first half mile, 10 cents for each quarter 
thereafter, and 10 cents for each six minutes’ 
waiting time, filing a bond of $250 with appli- 
eation for Mcense for strict obedience thereto, 
Within fifteen days I will guarantee 2,000 men 
will apply, paying any license fee up to $25 
yearly.

Patrolman Anderson was shot and 
killed while attempting arrest a bur- 
giar at Grand and Centre Streets on 
July 21, 1857. 

With Patrolman Woolfe, Sanger was 
told a man named Rogers was making 
trouble in a restaurant in Bleecker Street. 
Woolfe entered, followed by Sanger, who . 
seized Rogers. The man succeeded in 
getting the best of Sanger, and Woolfs 
found Sanger beaten in the gutter. He 
died Aug. 20, 1858. 

While the steamboat Seth Low and two 
barges. were landing a picnic party at. 
152d Street and the North River on July 
13, 1863, a little girl fell overboard. Po- 
liceman Corlitt immediately jumped after 
her, and struck his head against the 
fender the boat. They were both 
drowned. 

Patrolman Asa. H. Furness was sent, Dea 
20, 1878, with two other officers, to the 
Metropolitan Hotel to get an insane man 
who was in a room threatening to shoot 
everybody in sight. As they entered. the 
apartment the man shot Furness twice 
in the left breast.

Patrolman Frank J. Redican, while on 
patro! Dec. 6. 1908, noticed a fire. He 
sent in an alarm and went through the 
building notifying the occupants, all of 
whom got out. He was searching for 
others when he was overcome, and was 
found by firemen suffocated on the third 
floor. 

Patrolmen Frank J. Fitzpatrick and Ede 
ward J. Mullen were assigned, Jan. ‘31, 
1901, to duty at a fire at First Avenue 
and Thirty-first Street, and when search 
ing the building were burned to death. 
Only their shields, nippers, and pisteis . 
were found. i: 

Patrolman William F. Hedeman was 
drowned while trying, on July 26, 1908, 
to save a boy from drowning in Crom- 
well’s Creek. . 

Patrolmen George M. Sechler and Al- 
fred Selleck were both shot and kitled 
on April 14, 1907, by a man whom they 
were pursuing. The man just had shot 
aman in Washington Square Park. 

Lieut. Joseph FPetrosini was sent to 
Italy to investigate Black Hand condi- 
tions, and while in Palermo was shot 
and killed, Mareh 12, 1909. His slayers 
were never discovered. 

Patrolman James F. Mangin, while 
carrying a 9-year-old girl from a burn- 
ing building, Oct. 23. 1910, fell over the 
stair banister and died three days later.

DR. MADRIZ DIES A REFUGEE. 


Ex-President of Nicaragua Dies 
Mexico City—His Career.

MEXICO CITY, May 15.—Dr. José 
Madriz, ex-President of Nicaragua, and 


since December a refugee here, Gied this 
morning of Bright’s disease. It is a 
coincidence that José Estrada, who 
drove Madriz out, is expected here in a 
few days, himself a refugee. Since 
ieaving Nicaragua Dr. Madriz had re- 
fused to diseuss politics. He left four 
small children. 


Dr. José Madriz was a native of Leon, 
Nicaragua. When Zelaya was forced to 
give up the Presidency of Nicaragua he 
nmamed Madriz as his successor, and the 
latter was elected to that office on Dec. 
20, 1909. He was formerly the Judge of 
the Central Axverican Court of Justice and 
was regarded in his country as a bril- 
liant lawyer. Madriz sought to have the 
United States recognize him as the Pres- 
ident of Nicaragua, but Secretary Knox 
informed him that diplom: atic relations be- 
tween the two countries would not be re- 
sumed until Madriz could prove his Gov- 
ernment satisfactory. 

Madriz was overthrown by the revolu- 
tionists, under Gen. J. J. Estrada, and 
was forced to resign on Aug. 20, 1910. He 
fled to the Island of Amapala, in Hon- 
duras, but was requested to leave by the 
Hondurans, and went to Mexico City. 





Gen. Charles Hamlin. 
BANGOR, Me., May 15.—Gen. Charles 
Hamlir, son of Hannibal Hamlin, Vice 
President under Abraham Lincoln and 
who wag himself a noted veteran of the 
civil war, died at his home hero to-day, 
after an illness of several months. Gen. 


Hamlin was born in Hampden, Me., Sept. 
13, 1837, the son of Hannibal and ‘Sarah 
Jane (Emery) Hamlin, and was the first 
surviving child of the former Vice Presi- 
dent by his first marriage. After serv- 
ing with distinction in the civil war, he 
resigned in September, 1865, after being 
brevetted Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers. He was prominent in Maine’s Re- 
publican politics. He is survived by four 
sons, Charles Eugene, journalist of New 
York; Addison of Philadelphia, Cyrus of 
New York, and Edwin Thompson Hamlin 
of Bangor.

The railroads are 
much opposed to most of these, which 
they say would add heavily to their 
operating expenses without adding any

Work of Dilinois Legisiators. 


Legislators’ activities are not by any 
means being confined to, or even chiefly 
éevoted to, railway legislation. In Illi- 
nois there have been 1,177 bills intro- 
@uced to date, but only 54 have passed 
both houses, and of these the Governor 
hes so far signed but 24. That is to say, 
-only 1 in 20 has reached the Governor 
and 1 in 50 the statute books. Seventeen 
of the bills filed with the Clerk related 
te the railroads. If this ratio were to 
prevail over the entire country and af- 
fect all bills it would mean that only 25

Rates on the Great Northwestern Tele- 
graph Company, which operates tn Que- 
bec, Ontario, and the Western provinces 
of Canada are being inquired into by 
the Dominion Railway Commission. The 
company has not paid a dividend for the 
past twenty-four years, but according to 
the accounts of the hcarings which have 
come down from Toronto has been pay- 
ing large sums to the Western Union, 
which controls it. The Canadian com- 
pany sends a large part of its inter- 
provincial business over Western Union 
lines through United States territory to 
bridge a gap in its own system. These 
tolls paid the Western Union for carry- 
ing around the gap in the company’s 
own lines between Ontario and Manitoba

Our Balances Abroad. 


The credit trade balance of more than 
$37,800,000 which resulted from the coun- 
try’s foreign commerce in April helps to 
emphasize the favorable position which 
this country has held lately in its rela- 
tions with the foreign markets. The 
credits created through trade operations, 
added to those arising from the sale of 
securities to European investors, have 
given this market a stronger position in 
reference to the other money centres than 
it has held in many years, if, indeed, its 
position was ever more favorable. We 
have lately been drawing down our bal- 
ances abroad, but the amount still to our 
credit on the other side is large. The 
fact that we have these credits at our 
command makes it unnecessary for our 
bankers to borrow money in Europe, as 
they usually do at this season, In the 
expectation of paying off the loans when 
the heavy Fall export movement gup- 
plies the means of settling these debts 
abroad.

“It is possible,” says Arthur H. Grant, 
editor of the American City, “to lay too 
great an emphasis on the first throe 
pointe, especially since the payment of 
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people -would offset an enormous differ- 
ence of capital investment by the city. 
In fact, so disproportionate has been the 
attention givan to these that in this study 
only the last three points, which may be 
called the sociological points, will be con- 
sidered. Those will be brought out by 
the accompanying maps, which show re- 
spectively proposed (including the pres- 
ent) systems of the Interborough and the 
B. R. T. in relation to the present dis- 
tribution of population. : 


Too Much Congestion in Some Wards 
Already. 

"In Greater New York thore aro 65 
wards, 20 of which (heayily shaded on ths 
maps), already house more than 159 to 
the acre, which is too many for heaiib and 
comfort, In 24 wards (dotted on the 
maps), the population varies from 60 to 
150 to the acre; and several of these 
would go into first class if the area oc- 
cupied by business buildings were de- 
ducted; Of the 22 remaining wards, 8 are 
in, the business district at the lower end 
of Manhattan Iflard, and are unavailable 
for surplus population, as ‘1s also the 
Fifth Ward of Queens (not shown on the 
maps), But there are eight wards in 
|Broo’lyn, four in Queens, ene im the 
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60 to 150 Per Acre, Light Shading; Less Than 45 Per Acre Wards 


Bronx and five in Richmond (not shown 
on the maps), which now have less than 
45 persons to the acre, all except four 
less than 20 to the acre. It is to these 
districts that the population should be 
directed, and it can be so directed. only 
by rapid transit facilities at a single fare. 

“Of these 18 available wards the Inter- 
borough proposition penetrates three— 
Twenty-fourth Ward in the Bronx, First 
Ward in Queens and Eighth Ward in 
Brooklyn—and barely touches the Second 
Ward in Queens and the Eighteenth in 
Brooklyn; while the B. R. T. proposition 
penetrates 12 of the i18—the Twenty- 





fourth Ward in the Bronx, the First, Sec- 
ond and Fourth wards in Queens, every 
Brooklyn ward exoept the Twelfth, and 
ono ward in Richmond—there being in 
some cases four or fice different lines 
in the larger and more important wards. 

“Briefly, the Interborough plan would 
give geven lines into unoccupied terri- 
tory, and the B, R. T. plan eighteen such 
lines, while the total mileage of the B. 
Rk. T. in umoccupied territory would: be 
nearly four times that of the Interbor- 
ough. The B. R. T. plan involves the 
opening up of a tremendous amount of 
sparsely settled territory, while the In- 
terborough plan, except for its new lines 
eanh inthe Bronx and the First Ward of 
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Queens, is a system within territory al- 

ready occupied as fully as it ought to be. 

Congestion Would Result From Dou- 
ble Fare System. 

“Rach system agrees to transport pas- 
sengers for a nickel anywhere on its 
lines, except that passengers going to 
Coney Island pay an additional fare, the 
limit of the flve-cent fare on those iines 
being shown by circles on the map. But 
the proposed Interborough lines in 
Brooklyn are so fow and so short that 
there would be developed the worst rs bd 
of congestion of population in the vic‘a- 
ity of those lines to avoid paying ths: 
double fare that a transfer from one! 
system to the other would necessitate. 
On the other hand the B. R. T. would | 
take a passenger from any part of its 
system on Long Island and Staten Island 
and deliver him to any point in the bus!- 
ness district of Manhattan from the 
Baitery to Fifty-ninth street. 

“These prime cssentiala—opening. up 
new territory and getting a man to his 
place of business for five cents—are ao- 
complished by the B. R. T. plan, which 
thus avoids further congestion of popu- 
lation, They are accomplished only to a 
slight extent by the Interborough plan, 
so ‘rr as Long Island is concerned, ana 
not at ell for Staten Island, and the in-

evitable result would be cancentration of 
population in districts that are already 
as thickly settled as they ought to be, 
some of them much more so. The bor- 
ough of Manhattan would get as much 
additional service, and the Bronx nearly 
as much, under the B. R. T. plan as un- 
der the Interborough, with the adaed ad- 
vantage of connection with the whole of 
Brooklyn, etc. 

“Attention should be called to one 
point in the Interborcugh plan where 
results of congestion would be disastrous, 
viz., the terminus of one of the Quecns 
lines (Steinway tunnel), at the present 
subway at Grand Central Station, whers 
the transfers from local to express trains 
together with the passengers entering at 
that point already make a crush that is 
dangerous. To add to this the thousands 
that would soon be coming in over the 
Steinway tunnel line would make condi- 
tions intolerable. 

- From a disinterested point of view it 
appears that one of the systems is es- 
gentiallly a north and south line in the 
thickly settled territory of Manhattan 
and the older parts of Srooklyn; while 
the other is based upon a real grasp of 
the idea of the Greater New York, and

| LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 





The Weight and Value of Turkish Candy 
Coverings Dutiable—Other Decisions. 


A. A.!Vantine & Co. failed “yesterday 
in a test case to eliminate the weight and 
value of the immediate coverings of im- 
ported candies from the operation of the 
Tariff act of 1909. The confectionery in 
question consisted of Turkish candies. 
The candies in controversy were réturned 
for duty at ad valorem rates according to 
the value per pound as specified in Para- 
graph 219. This paragraph provides 
“that the weight and the value of the 
immediate coverings other than the outer 
packing or other covering, shall be in- 
cluded in the dutiable value of the mer- 
chandise.”’ 

It appears from the testimony in the 
case that the goods are packed either in 
half-pound paper boxes or wooden cyl- 
indrical boxes containing about a pound. 
These smaller packages are inclosed in a 
larger packing case or outside box. The 
most immediate covering of the confec- 
tionery {s a thin paper, which is used for 
the purpose of lining the small pack- 
ages and preventing the candy from ad- 
hering to them. The confectionery itself 
is packed in powdered sugar, considerable 
quantities of which are placed above and 
around the candy. The importers contend 
that ‘‘immediate coverings’’ should not 
be construed to include the wooden and 
paper boxes and that these should thus 
be excluded from the dutiable weight. 
On this point Judge Waite, in his opin- 
ion for the board says: 

‘‘We think this position is untenable. 
It will be noted the form of the expres- 
sion is ‘the weight and the value of the 
immediate coverings, other than the outer 
packing: case.’ Clearly this is suffi- 
ciently definite and specific to indicate 
that only the outer packins cases should 
be excluded from the dutjable weight. 
‘Immediate’ is a relative term, and ap- 
plies in this case to both the inside tissue 

per and the wooden and pasteboard 
oxes containing the candy. he protest 
is therefore overruled.’ 

The classification. under the present 
tariff of Thermo jars imported by the 
American Thermos Bottle Company, was 
settled yesterday by the board in a de- 
cision by Judge Sharretts. The articles 
consist of double jars,.one inserted in the 
other, and are constructed in the same 
manner as Thermo bottles. The Jars are 
silvered for the purposes of utility. Duty 
Was assessed at 60 per cent. ad valorem 
under me ap 98 of the act of 1909, as 

‘articles of glass silvered.’ 

The decision points out that unlike the 
Tariff act of 1897, the present law does 
not limit the imposition of duty at 
per cent. to articles silvered for purposes 
of adornment or decoration. The articles 
are shown by the evidence to be silvered, 
hence the decision holds that the claim in 
the protest that they are dutiable at 45 
per cent. under er as *“*‘ manu- 
factures of glass”’ is without force. The 
decision says that were this not the fact 
with regard to the siivering, Paragraph 
98 also provides for articles wholly or in 
chief value of glass blown in a mold or 
otherwise. It is manifest from the im- 
porter’s own testimony that the mer- 
chandise is properly dutiable at 6 per 
cent. ad valorem under Paragraph Q8. 
i rotest is overruled, the Collector’s 
decision being affirmed.

‘Let us be patient,”’ he said, ‘‘and if 
there be any who is disposed to cavil, .et 
him remember that what seems to be the 
nost inefficient, may prove in its fruition 
to be of the most spiritual, and that what 
may seem uneconomical to us, may, in 
the eyes of a later generation, stand out 
as the most prudent and economical of 
ali.’’ 

It was when Prof. George W. Kirchwevy 
rose to speak that the real fun began. 
He vowed he did not see why the previous 
epeakers kad omitted to talk squarely 
on the very point which had made him 
eager to come there ‘‘in full panoply’ 
and express to Dr. Butler the “ friendship, 
undiminished confidence, and warm affec- 
tion of his colleafues.’”’ 

‘IT hope I did not emphasize the word 
*diminished,’’’ he hastened to add, and 
there was a lot of laughter. 

“I mean to stand here,” he declared, 
“repelling as Ajax did the lightning, 
the calumny, and slander which has been 
heaped upon him of late, and through him 
on the university. I suppose it goes with 
the job. (Laughter.) The President is 
the shining mark, and is held responsible 
not only for the penchant for academic 
suicide which seems to range in uni- 
versity life, but also for the inconsiderate 
longevity of those who occupy university 
chairs. 

“T regret that some have committed 
academic suicide, and so does Dr. But- 
ler, and despite conflicting statements on 
this point, I want to say that I love him 
for making possible the kind of university 
where thought and the expression of 
thought are absolutely free and inde- 
pendent.”’ ;

Induced to Invest $80,000, Plain- 
tiff Says, in a Promotion to 
Which They Gave Their Names. 








VAN GELDER COMPLAINANT 





Declares Directors of British Columbia 
Rallroad Were Falsely Represented as 
Having Paid for Stock They Held. 





A suit that has been brought In the Su- 
preme Court by Herman Van Slochem, 
as assignee of Michael Van Gelder, 
against Jean Volkenstein and Roscoe 
Conklin, son of William G. Conklin, Pres- 
ident of the Franklin Savings Bank, bids 
fair to involve the names of a number of 
well-known men in the financial commu- 
nity, with a complicated chain of circum- 
stances connected with the promotion of 
the British Columbia Railway & Devel- 
opment Company, which attracted much 
attention a year ago. Van Slochem de- 
clares in his complaint that Gelder was 
victimized to the extent of $80,000, which 
he paid in good money for an allotment 
of 8,000 shares of the Railway & Devel- 
opment Company stock on the basis of a 
glowing story told to Lloyd S. Gearhart, 
as his agent, by Volkenstein and Conk- 
lin. 

A return was filed in the Sheriff's of- 
fice yesterday showing that the bank 
account of the British Columbla Railway 
& Development Company stood at ex- 
actly $23.31 in the Bryant Park Bank. 
There is also on file in the County Clerk’s 
office a notice of attachment served on 
the Title Guarantee & Trust Company 
covering any funds in the possession of 
that corporation under an agreement with 
the British Columbia Company. 

Advertisements appearing in many 
newspapers last November stated that the 
British Columbia Railway and Develop- 


ment Company, incorporated in the State! 
of Delaware, had a capital of $12,000,000 | 
this!

An affida- 
vit attached to the complaint makes it 
appear that Van Gelder did not put him- 
self into the company, this favor being 
performed for him by Lloyd S. Gearhart, 
who met Volkenstein an 
and was so delighted with the prospect 
that he immediately asked for the privi- 
lege of subscribing in his friend’s behalf 
for the entire 10,000 additional shares 
proposed to be issued. 

After thinking the matter over, the pro- 
moters decided that Van Gelder could 
have only 8,000 shares, and hence $20,000 
was saved, which friend Gearhart would 
have been glad to invest for him. An- 
other affidavit indicates that not iong 
after the original purchase Van Gelder 


| tried to dispose of the stock through Ed- 


ward Heineman, a broker. Heineman’s 
affidavit declares that he tried to dispose 
of the stock in various ways in the Spring 
of 1910 without success, and finally, in 
November, 1910, he went to see Volken- 
stein at the offices of the company, 43 
Cedar Street. 

Volkenstein told him, Heineman states, 
that he would take an option on the stock 
to run until May 15, 1911, stating that it 
was proposed to offer a lot of stock to 
the public through advertisements, and 
that he would make $32,000 for Heineman 
if the stock were turned over under the 
option. This Heineman refused to agree 
to, and Volkenstein thereupon declined to 
consider any purchase. 

Gearhart declares in an affidavit that 
he became a Director of the company 
after Van Gelder'’s purchase, but that in 
the Summer of 1910 Volkenstein got him 
to resign, stating that he wanted to fill 
the Directorate with practical railroad 
men. The former Directors, acording to 
Volkenstein, had all resigned and turned 
in the stock they received for the use of 
their names. 

The complainant’s attorneys, Hirsc 
Scheuerman & Limburg, have obtaine 
from the court an order for the examina- 
tion of Volkenstein in advance of the trial. 
A motion to set aside this order will be 
argued this morning in Special Term of 
the Supreme Court. 


TEACHERS WON’T FIGHT. 








Presents a Fair Equal Pay Schedule. 


A special meeting of the Interborough 
Association of Women Teachers was 
Leld in the Metropolitan Building last 
night, to dircuss schedules, pension legis- 
lation, &¢e. This resolution was passed 
With great applause: 

If the Board of Education at its meet- 
ing of May 17, 1911, adopts a salary sched-

8,000 BEGGARS WORK HERE. 


Tax New York $40,000 a Day, Says 
James Forbes. 


‘New York is to-day the pandhandlers’ 
paratise,’’ said James Forbes, Secretary 
of the Nationa! Association for the Pre- 
vention of Mendicancy, commenting yes- 
terday on the figures showing the start- 
ling increase in vagrancy in this city 
within the past year. ‘‘lt is impossible 
to tell with any exactness how many 
professional beggars there are in New 
York as distinguished from those who 
many be driven to ask aid as a result of 
genuine misfortunes. Probably from 7,000 
to 8,000 would be a conservative estimate. 
A-beggar who is at all skillful! can make 
pickings of five or six dollars a day so 
that the sum they secure from the public 
is in the aggregate a large one. 

‘* Under present conditions these profes- 
sional mendieants have nothing to fear 
in plying their trade. If business 18 
dull they have the facilities afforded by 
public and private charity to fall back 
upon and if they happen to be arrested a 
sentence of five or ten days or even a 
month on the Island has no terrors for 
them. The only thing that will absolu- 
tely strike terror to the hearts of these 

andhandlers is the prospect of being 
orced to work. That is why the adop- 
tion of the plan for a State farm colony 
to which they might be committed would 
have the effect of ridding the State of 
the larger part of this unsavory army 
that now levies a tribute of $30,000 to 
$40,000 a day upon the New York public. 

‘If the bill for the establishment of 
a State farm colony now pending in the 
State Legislature becomes a law and is 
properly inforced, the result of a few 
committments will cause professional 
beggars to give this State a wide berth. 
They will not care to run the risk of be- 
ing forced to do real labor and to pay for 
their own support over a period of two or 
three years. If the farm colony had na 
other effect in the way of reforming those 
committed to it and making them into 
self-supporting citizens it would pay for 
itself many times over every year in 
ridding the State and particularly this 
city of its present pest of professional 
mendicants.’ 


TESLA TELLS OF WONDERS. 


Says He WIIIl Soon Be Able to Trans- 
mit Wireless Power Across. Seas. 


Queen Isabella of Spain could not have 


been amazed more when Christopher Co- 
lumbus told her about a new world than 
were the members of the New York Com- 
panies’ Section of the National Electric 
Light Association in the Engineering So- 
cieties Building, 29 West Thirty-ninth 
Street, last night, when Nikcla Tesla, the 
inventor, told them that within a short 
time he hoped to run street cars in Dub- 
lin, Ireland, by electrical energy gener- 
ated in Long Island City. 

*“T have annihilated distance {n my 
scheme,” he said, ‘‘and when perfected 
it will not be one mite different than 
my present plans call for. The air will 
be my medium, and I will be abie to 
transmit energy of any amount to any 
place in the world. I will also be able tu 
send messages to all parts of the world, 
and I will send words out into the world 
which will come out of the ground in the 
Sahara Desert with such force that they 
can be heard for fifteen miles around. 

‘“T also hope to set up a central wire- 
less telephone station whereby there will 
be a force of 1,000,000-horse power behind 
each word uttered into my instrument, 
and in which distance will play_no hin- 
drances whatever. Many hundreds of 
people will be able to talk at the same 
time and without any interference with 
each other.”’ 

For the use of aeroplanes the inventor 
has a new steam engine perfected, he 
says, which will be of the turbine type, 
and a 10-horse power engine of this kind 
will weigh only one pound. On a larger 
scale, he said, this machine is now being 
tested, with good results, in the shops of 
the New York Edison plant. The ma- 
chine, he says, will be the smallest-thing 
ever seen on wheels and will be more 
powerful than any automobile engine ever 
manufactured. 

The convention of the Electrical Asso- 
ciation will be held in this city during 
the week beginning May 29.
